Mayor Denounces Board 


for Shelving His Bill , 


for Election of Free- 
holders to Draft New 
Document. 


Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
charged yesterday that the Board 
of Aldermen is attempting to re- 
serve to itself the right to pro- 
pose and control changes in the 
city charter, and prevent com- 
plete charter revision and mod- 
ernization through a board of 
freeholders, 


In a sharply-worded §state- 
ment, the Mayor denounced the 
aldermen for their action Friday 
in voting to sustain its Legisla- 
tion Committee’s decision to 
shelve his bill calling for the 
election of freeholders to draft’ 
a new city charter, and declared 
he has not given up his fight for 
its passage. 

The Mayor said: 


“The Legislation Committee’s 
decision to defer action on a bill 
which would authorize the elec- 
tion of a board of freeholders to 
draw up a new charter is again 
a source of disappointment for 
me. 

“This can only be interpreted 
to mean that the aldermen do 
not beliéve the people should 
have the right to vote on such 
a vital question. 

“As Mayor, and chairman of 
the board of freeholders which 
worked for one year in prepar- 
ing a new charter in 1950, I can- 
not concur with the committee's 
conclusion that our antiquated 
charter can be modernized by 
piecemeal methods, The 12 other 
citizens who studied this matter 
with me

“The majority report of the 
aldermanic Legislation Commit- 
tee, which was adopted, indi- 
cates that the aldermen favor a 
method under which they, rather 
tha na board of freeholders, 
would initiate charter changes. 

Decision for People. 

“What assurance have the 
voters under this method that 
the most vital changes will be 
presented to them for their ap- 
proval? The Board of Aldermep 
should realize that it is retain- 
ing for itself decisions which 
rightfully belong to the people. 

“will Not Give Up Fight.’ 

“Personally, I believe it is 
fundamentally unsound for any 
public officials, who may have 
a vested interest, to determine 
what changes shall be made in 
our charter. I would prefer 
that this power rest in the harids 
of a citizen group whose sole 
purpose is to do what is best 
for the entire city. 

“It is my belief that the 
people’s decision on something 
so basic in nature, and so im- 
portant to the future of St. 
Louis as’ the election of a board 
‘of freeholders, shotld not be- 
come involyed in other matters. 
Therefore I urge that the elec- 
tion of a board of freeholders 
be placed on the ballot at a 
special election held for that 
purpose only. 

“Adoption of a new charter 
is still one of the primary goals 
of my administration because 
am firmly convinced that the 
people want it and need it. 
will not give up the fight.” . 

City Hall politicians have vig- 
orously opposed a new city 
charter, fearing that a board of 
freeholders would propose mod- 
ernizations calling for elimina- 
tion and consolidation of elec- 
tive city offices, and the loss of 
patronage by placing additional 
municipal employes under the 
city merit system.

LAS VEGAS, Nev., March 26 
(AP)}—The “whopper” of the 
current atomic tests at Yucca 
Flat—a_ 500-foot tower shot—is 
on again for tomorrow morning, 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
announced today.

Nutting said the West, laying 
down specific figures for the 
first time in disarmament talks, 
proposed the following armed 
forces. ceilings for the major 
powers: 

United States— 
1,000,000 to 1,500,000 men 

Russia— 

1,000,000 to 1,500,000 men 

Red China— 

1,000,000 to 1,500,000 men 


Britain— 650,000 men 
France— 650,000 men 
Nutting said those figures 


would represent a cut under 
present levels of 2,000,000 men 
for the United States; 300,000 
men for France and 250,000 for 
Britain. 

The Soviet Union, Nutting 
said, has refused to say what 
such a cut would mean in Russia. 

Nutting said the West's plan, 
which still is before the disar- 
mament conference here, “‘would 
establish a fair balance of forces 
between the East and West, and 
would break the mass armies of 
the world.”

He Apparently Assumes 
Defense Job Left by 
Zhukov Who Became 


Minister.

NEW YORK, March 26 (AP)— 
Study of Moscow newspapers 
discloses that without any pub- 
lic announcement a. significant 
new appointment has apparently 
been made in the Soviet armed 
forces’ leadership. 

Marshal Ivan . Konev. evi- 
dently has been named a first 
deputy minister of defense of 
the Soviet Union, taking over 
the post left vacant by Marshal 
Georgi K. Zhukov who became 
Minister -of Defense Feb. 9. 
Marshal Alexander Vasilevsky, 
former minister of war under 
Stalin, already is a first deputy 
minister of defense. 

Analysts of' Soviet affairs here 
consider that Konev, if he has 
this job, has been appointed as 
a check against his arch rival, 
Marshal Zhukov. Ever since the 
end of World War II the Krem- 
lin leadership has sought to use 
Konev as a counterweight to the 
enormous popularity of Zhukov 
in the army and country as a 
whole. 

Close Ties With Khrushchev. 

Konev was until recently 
commander of the trans-Carpa- 
thian Military District in the 
western Ukraine. He has had 
apparently a close association 
with Communist party boss 
Nikita Khrushchev and with the 
present premier, Nikolai Bul- 
ganin. 

He was so trusted by the 
Kremlin that he was made the 
chairman of the court which sen- 
tenced former Police Chief Lav- 
renty Beria to death in Decem- 
ber, 1953. 

Konev was involved in the so- 

called doctors’ “plot”—later ex- 
posed as a frameup. In the com- 
munique announcing discovery 
of this “plot” he was listéd as 
one of the proposed victims of 
the alleged assassins, who were 
charged with scheming murder 
by medical mistreatment of So- 
viet leaders. 
It was Konev who replaced 
Zhukov as commander in chief 
of Soviet land forces shortly 
after World War II when Zhu- 
kov was exiled by Stalin to the 
Odessa Military District. 

Indication of New Job. 
The indication that Konev has 
been given the job left vacant 
by Zhukov as first deputy min- 
ster of defense comes from 
listings’ ef Soviet marshals. and 
generals in connection with the 
funeral in Moscow March 22 of 
Marshal Leonid Govorov. As is 
customary in connection with 
such funerals, a tribute was 
signed by all the leading Soviet 
generals and admirals. 

They were listed in strict or- 
der of precedence. Konev’s name 
occupied the position in the list- 
ings which Zhukov’s occupied 
before he became minister. It 
followed that of First Deputy 
Minister Vasilevsky and pre- 
ceded that of Deputy Minister

LeMay Backs Refueling. 
Most of the details were given 

out by Brig. Gen. William H. 
Blanchard, deputy director of 
operations. However, Gen. Cur- 
tis E. LeMay, SAC commander- 
in-chief, told the group he 
wished to correct a recent pub- 
lished statement that he had 
changed his mind as to the use 
of the tanker plane and aerial 
refueling, and now wanted only 
intercontinental bombers. 

LeMay said he made his views 
known on the subject “six years 
ago during that little hassle on 
the Hill (in Congress) over the 
B-36.” He said he had not 
changed his mind since that con- 
gressional hearing.

The study covered 
all 114 counties and the City 
of St. Louis which is both a 
county and a city.

A. Because these were the 
counties in which it found the 
sales ratios to be 20 per cent or 
less. The commission intends 
next year to bring the remain- 
ing counties between 20 and 30 
per cent up to the latter figure, 
Robertson has said. 

Q. How will the increase in 
assessments be applied to St. 
Louis county? 

A. The commission has sug- 
gested an 85 per cent increase 
on rural land and 60 per cent 
on urban property. However, 
Robertson has said the commis- 
sion‘s formal order, which prob- 
ably will be issued sometime in 
June, will specify the actual 
amounts to be added to the 1954 
totals in each category. This will 
be roughly $63,000,000 to farm 
land and $216,000,000 to city and 
town lots. Robertson said fur- 
ther that if the county assess- 
ment total is increased by the 
addition of new property to the 
assessment rolls, the amount of 
such new assessment will offset 
to that extent the amount of the 
required rise.

WASHINGTON, March 26 
(AP) — Senator Humphrey 


today that the United States 
move more troops into Korea 
to “outflank” the Chinese Com- 
munists. He said this might 
possibly lessen the ‘threat of 
war in the Formosa strait. 

Humphrey, a member of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, made the suggestion in 
commenting on intelligence re- 
ports to this country indicating 
the Red Chinese may attack the 
Nationalist islands of Matsu and 
Quemoy within weeks. Many of- 
ficials believe the Reds are bent 
on a showdown. 

“I think we should move some 
of our forces back into Korea,” 
Humphrey said. “The Commu- 
nists there have violated the 
truce by building airfields and 
assembling jet air forces. 

“We have a legal right to re- 


action would outflank the Chi- 
nese Communists and possibly 
force them to shift some of their 
troops away from the Quemoy- 
Matsu area, lessening pressure 
there.” 

Humphrey said he was not 
advocating any resumption of 
hostilities in Korea, but merely 
the return of some of the Ameri- 
can troops that have been 
withdrawn. 

Members of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee professed no 
direct knowledge of intelligence 
reports that a Red attack may 
be imminent in the Formosa 
strait area.

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Expanded Foreign Trade Program 
Being Butchered in the Senate 


President Failing to Use 
His Political Influence in 
Defense of His Tariff 
Adjustment Plan. 


By RAYMOND P. BRANDT 
Chief Washington Correspondent of the 
S chopping President Eisenhower’s 

expanded foreign trade program 
into small bits and the President has 
only himself to blame for this eco- 
nomic mayhem. On no other important 
legislation has the White House shown 
such political ineptitude. 

The fight, if it can be called a fight, is 
going on in the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee, which has been holding public hear- 
ings on the Administration's bill to extend 
the Reciprocal Trade Agreements law for 
three years and to authorize the President 
to reduce tariff rates gradually, after se- 
curing similar concessions from other 
nations, over that period.

THIS LEGISLATION, in a form accept- 
able to the White House, was jammed 
through the House principally by the par- 
liamentary astuteness and party discipline 
exercised by Democratic Speaker Sam 
Rayburn and Majority Leader John W. 
McCormack when a motion to recommit 
the bill to Ways and Means Committee for 
amendment was defeated by one vote. The 
recommital motion was offered by Repub- 
lican Daniel A. Reed of New York, former 
chairman of the committee and a high 
tariff man during the 35 years he has been 
in Congress. 

The close vote in the House was an 
unmistakable danger signal, particularly 
because the White House liaison officials 
with Congress grossly underestimated the 
shifts of American industries from New 
England to the South and the Pacific coast. 
Nevertheless, these officials did not take 
effectivé measures to strengthen the Ad- 
ministration’s position when the legisla- 
tion, H.R. 1, was taken up by the Finance 
Committee for public hearings three weeks 
ago. The result was that opponents of the 
program, witnesses for local and special 
pressure groups, had the field almost to 
themselves while advocates of lower trade 
barriers were grilled mercilessly by sena- 
tors, several of them Democrats, when they 
testified for the legislation. 

The latest act of Administration bun- 
gling was the testimony Wednesday of 
Secretary of State John Foster Dulles 
in behalf of companion legislation, an 
Administration bill to set up a new 
international organization which would 
supervise and police all reciprocal trade 
agreements of this and other countries 
to see that they conformed to a new 
General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade, recently signed in Geneva by the 
United States and 33 other nations of 
the free world. 

'« The Senate committee had planned to go 
{nto closed sessions next week to consider 
more than 100 amendments that had been 
offered to restrict the House-approved 
Reciprocal Trade Agreements bill but 
Dulles upset this timetable when he spoke 
for entirely new legislation that would es- 
tablish the Organization of Trade Co-op- 
eration to supervise the General Agree- 
ment on Tariffs and Trade. Copies of the 
OTC and GATT protocol signed by the 34 
nations at Geneva were supplied to the 
committee on a “confidential” basis only 
two days before Dulles appeared. Of the 
committee members, only Democratic Sen- 
ator Robert S. Kerr of Oklahoma appeared 
well-informed on these documents. When 
crass-examination of Dulles got into de- 
tails of the new international organization 
and agreement, he had to admit that he 
had not had time to study the documents. 

Dulles gave contradictory answers when 
questioned about American obligations tin- 

‘der the proposed agreements and commit- 
tee members of both parties argued that 
there was a danger that the United States, 
with only one vote, would be at the mercy 
of the 17-thnember executive committee 
that would be the operational group of the 
OTC.

They 
are Eugene D. Millikin of Colorado, for- 
mer chairman; Edward Martin of Penn- 
sylvania, John J. Williams of Delaware, 
Ralph E. Flanders of Vermont, George W.

NE of the characteristics of. this cap- 
0 ital is the way in which, regardless of

Rayburn and McCormack were able -to 
get H.R.1 through the Ways and Means 
Committee and the House without amend- 
ment. Until Dulles brought in OTC and 
GATT, Chairman Byrd was prepared to 
try for the same objective, but now he 
is doubtful whether he can stop committee 
amendments and doesn’t know what will 


happen when it is open to amendment on 
the Senate floor. 

Of the more than 100 amendments of- 
fered, those most important and likely to 
be adopted are: Authorization for quotas 
on residual fuel oil; special privileges for 
the textile, chemical, glass and electrical 
appliance industries; greater power to the 
Federal Trade Commission on effecting 
increases and preventing decreases; stricter 
interpretation of the “escape” and “peril 
point” clauses; extension of the law to 
only one or two years; restrictions on or 
even disapproval of GATT and the OTC.

THE FUNDAMENTAL CAUSES for the 
present plight of the legislation go far be- 
yond the current debate. A majority of 
the Republicans in Congress have always 
been opposed to the policy in its present 
form and, with the exception of the Presi- 
dent, no member in the‘ executive or the 
legislative branches is truly “dedicated” 
to the program the way Hull was as a Rep- 
resentative, as a Senator and as Secretary 
of State. 

Mr. Eisenhower is a recent convert to 
the cause. As a candidate he did not 
publicly approve the Hull program and 
during his first year in the White House 
he called for only a year’s extension of 
the. agreements law so that a commission, 
headed by Clarence B. Randall, Chicago 
industrialist and o a recent convert, 
could make a report.

If. Cease-Fire Is Achieved 
‘Two Chinas’ Will Bid 
for Loyalty of Chinese in 
Southeast Asia. ;

N and out of Washington, these 

days, some hard thinking is going 

on about the future of Formosa. 
The name is Portugese, and means 
‘‘beautiful,’’ but the problem—to the 
thinkers in the State Department—is 
considerably less than pretty. For- 
mosa could be the trigger of World 
War III. Even if a major conflict is 
avoided it would not appear that the 
projection of a new United States 
policy in that area can be long post- 
poned, 

Some of the possibilities are pointed out 
by Arthur Dean, former law partner of 
Secretary of State John Foster Dulles, in 
the current issue of “Foreign Affairs.” 

We may, says Dean: 

1. Keep insisting that Red China doesn’t 
exist, and that Chiang Kai-shek, the right- 
ful ruler of the mainland, is soon to return 
there, and to power. 

2. Abandon Formosa to the Communist 
regime on the mainland and look the other 
way while Chiang and his followers are 
liquidated. 

3. “Accept, albeit unhappily, that at the 


present time the Peiping Government con- 
trols continental China and that any pros- 


pect of stabilizing the Far East may of 
necessity entail that we negotiate with it.” 
* * * 

STABILIZING THE FAR EAST is not 
likely to be accomplished in an idle mo- 
ment between cocktails and dinner, some 
Saturday evening, but in Dean’s notion it 
probably entails, as a beginning, the 
recognition’ of the ce of “two 
Chinas,” Chiang’s island China and Mao 
Tse-tung’s mainland China. 

Dean’s article is doubly interesting be- 
cause, it will be recalled, he was dropped 
as a special ambassador conducting Ko- 
rean peace talks when a reporter made 
public his private views on a reorientation 
of our whole China policy a year ago. 

By now, however, it is clear enough 
that the Dulles branch of Sullivan & 
Cromwell as well as the Dean branch 
of that same New York law firm would 
like to achieve a cease-fire between 
Chiang and Mao, leaving ultimate so- 
lutions, if any, to the indefinite future. 


Dulles, for instance, is quoted by Dean 
as declaring: 

“It is hardly to be expected, of course, 
that the Chinese Communists will re- 
nounce their ambitions. However, might 
they not renounce their efforts to realize 
their goals by force?” 

And on another occasion Dulles has 
added that “the sovereignty issue”—mean- 
ing the control of Quemoy and Matsu— 
can be negotiated after a cease-fire has 
been achieved. 

The latter point constitutes the gravest 
difference between a “two Chinas” policy 
as defined in Washington. and as defined 
in London or New Delhi. Dulles insists 
that Chiang remain on the coastal islands 
until after a cease-fire has been achieved, 
when the matter may be discussed. Britain 
and India feel a withdrawal from the 
coastal islands could in itself be a useful 
move toward a cease-fire. 

The big step has been taken, however, 
and Dean’s article flatly rejects both a 
policy of backing Chiang in the reconquest 
of continental China and one of abandon- 
ing Chiang to the Communists. What

“Even if Formosa were assumed to be a 
juridical part of the Republic of China,” 


Dean declares, “a perfectly good legal 
means of achieving the political result of 
two separate Chinese A ow would be to 
recognize Cémmunist China as a new state 
which has broken off from the Republic 
of China and, at the same time, to ac- 
knowledge that the Republic of China has 
acquired title to Formosa and the Pesca- 
dores through occupation, or, if necessary, 
effect a formal cession of these territories 
to the Republic of China.” 


It is even possible to find a precedent 
for an independent Formosa by quoting 
Mao Tse-tung: In 1926 he told an inter- 
viewer, Edgar Snow, that the Red Chinese 
task was different for mainland China— 
the assertion of sovereignty—and for 
Korea and Formosa—giving “enthusiastic 


help in their struggle for independence.” 
Only recently have the Communist Chi- 
nese advanced the claim that Formosa 
should be considered a part of mainland 
China. 

* . - 

THE FUTURE OF FORMOSA, then, 
assumes quite a different aspect, in the 
long-range policy thinking now going on 
in Washington and elsewhere—assuming 
that stabilization in the Pacific on the 
basis of two Chinas is achieved. 

The starting point for such thinking {s 
that the United States—wisely or unwisely 
—has taken on a major responsibility for 
Formosa and the Pescadores and for what 
may develop on these islands from now on. 
This responsibility is compared to our 
responsibility for the Philippines, acknowl- 
edged as this nation’s best “showcase of 
independence and democracy” in Asia. 

Unfortunately, however, Chiang’s gov- 
ernment on Formosa and the Pescadores 
is something léss than a showcase of de- 
mocracy, at present, and the United States 
will continue to be blamed for Chiang’s 
mistakes, by other Asians, as long as they 
persist.

However, in the opinion of two able 
students of the problem at the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology Center for 
International Studies—Walter W. Rostow 
and Richard W. Hatch—the situation on 
Formosa is neither all black nor altogether 
hopeless. What to do about Formosa from 
now on forms a section of their forthcom- 
ing book, “An American Policy in Asia.” 

The M.LT. authors point out that the 
Formosa regime of Chiang Kai-shek is not 
the same discredited regime which left the 
mainland in 1949. Corruption has beén 
reduced or eliminated. Some beginnings 
of democracy have been introduced. 

Land reform has redistributed 85 per 
cent of Formosa’s acreage to working 
peasants. Public health measures have 
reduced the death rate from 21 per 1006 
to 9 per 1000. Some schools have been 
established. 

There is some evidence that many exiled 
Chinese on Formosa have—in fact, if not 
in theory—gone a long way toward adjust- 
ing themselves to the reality that they are 
not in the near future going to return to 
the mainland as conquering heroes. Fur- 
thermore, Formosa has developed a fairly 
large body of educated, democratic Chinese 
intellectuals — some of them inside the 
government of Chiang—who could serve 
as the basis for a real expansion of demo- 
cratic processes. 

a + ° 

THE BEST SOLUTION for the long- 

range Formosa problem, in the opinion 
of Rostow and Hatch, is for the United 
States to use its great influence there to 
help create a strong, independent —_ 
democratic nation, as a “showcase 
democracy” in Asia, a bastion of pratt 
against Red Chinese aggression, and as an 
ultimate attraction for the 12,000,000 or 
more Chinese in Asia—outside China— 
whose. loyalties otherwise may well gravi- 
tate toward Communism. 

The M.I1.T. authors admit the Chinese 
on Formosa cannot be stopped from 
hoping for a return to the mainland—but 
they see a possibility, in any event, that 
the Nationalists’ morale may be sustained 
on a day-to-day basis by the accomplish- 
ments they may achieve on Formosa. 

Chiang’s party, the Kuomintang, was 
conceived originally as a vehicle for prog- 
ress and reform; Rostow and Hatch believe 
it may be induced to resume that mis 
sion—revitalized by the spirit of its foun- 
der, Sun Yat-sen. 

In their forthcoming book, Rostow and 
Hatch do not attempt to deal with the 
problem: what to do with Chiang Kai-shék 
and his son, personally, in order to Jét 
the younger, democratic elements on Far- 
mosa exercise stronger leadership. Chiang 
is 67 years old, but apparently in goéd 
health, and may remain at the head of his 
government for another 10 years or more. 
It is not likely that he will voluntarily ab- 
dicate. i 

It is Hatch’s thinking—expressed to 
this writer—that Chiang is most useful. 
remaining on Formosa, but that he 
should be urged and prodded by the 
United States to preside over a transi- 
tion from one-party Kuomintang rule to 
genuine democracy, using the demd- 
cratic-minded manpower available off 
Formosa. Hatch believes Chiang is & 
realist who would yield to strong United 
States pressure, and furthermore, that 
Chiang’s son has no independent politi- 
cal base and could be controlled by his 
father. 

That guiding Formosa along a liberal. 
democratic course is a prime United States ° 
responsibility, Hatch has no doubts. He 
points out that America has engaged in a 
kind of military partnership with For- 
mosa—and suggests strongly that this be 
augmented by a political as well as oe 
and economic partnership.

It is te be hoped that your edito- 
rial of Feb. 27, “The Way of Rea- 
son,” has been widely read, and that 
many have responded to your a 
gestion that “the American people 
(should) call on their Government 
and their President to make a su- 
preme effort to lead the world in the 
way of reason,” that is, the way of 
world disarmament. 

For reasons good or bad, Russia 
and America suspect each other of 
aggressive intent, so that neither 
trusts the other but challenges the 
other’s protestation of devetion to 
peace as insincere. It is obvious that 
no disarmament conference entered 
into in this spirit could succeed.

But we cannot let things stand 
there, lamenting the impossibility of 
arriving at any agreement between 
Russia and the West on disarmament. 
For (te quote your editoria]) ‘Ahere 
are really only two alternatives— 
either continue the nuclear arms 
race with all its risks, or find a way 
to disarm the world.” 

If the conference is to succeed, 
we must come to it in an entirely dif-

This inquiry was under way for two weeks 
when the jury turned te look into the entirely 
Separate Greenlease ransom matter, which seems 
as much a mystery now as it did a year ago. The 
jury heard witnesses for another twe weeks. 

Early in Mareh the tax question was reopened 
briefly with the appearance of former Secretary 
of the Treasury John W. Snyder. Then the jury 
returned to the Greenlease case, whereupon Mr. 
Snyder, appeared again, this time-—the Peat- 
Dispatch was informed—with files and records. 
The jury then went back to the Greenlease case 
but is expected te reopen the tax investigation 
April 11, 

The concurrent nature of these investigations 
gives the grand jury a most difficult assignment. 
Moreover, the intermittent recesses in the tax 
inquiry seem likely te puzzle the public and 
make it appear that this investigation is drag: 
ging. Yet between the two matters, the tax scan- 


dals hold the most public importance because 


they affect the workings of government itself. 

Attorney General Brewnell recognized this by 
sending a special staff to lead the tax investiga- 
tions and by saying that the inquiry had pro- 
duced “very important developments which 
will acquaint the public with facts they should 
know about.” 

Now the public must wait te learn these facts 
which Mr. Brownell says have been developed. 
But the Attorney General's statement may be 
taken as a pledge for an effective investigation 
into the Government's biggest business. The 
tax scandals must not be sidetracked. No de- 
lays should be permitted. ~~ 


Bitter Lesson From Belgium 
Distressingly bitter controversies are raging In 
both Europe and South America over the ques- 
tion of government support for church schools. 


In Belgium approximately 1,000,000 children 
were kept out of Roman,Catholic schools last 
Thursday in protest against the Government's 
proposed $5,000,000 reduction in the $92,000,000 
annual state subsidy te parochial schools. Ac- 
cording to the Associated Press, in Brussels, 
Louvain and other cities groups of demon- 
strators clashed with police. 

In Argentina the Peron government and Cath- 
olic church are in a battle over church schools 


that is but one phase of a long church-state | 


struggle. Dietator Juan Peron’s government 
charges that Catholic schools have fraudulently 
collected méney to pay teachers who did not 
exist, and otherwise engaged in “abuses and ir- 
regularities." The Superior Council of Catholic 
Education says that Argentina’s Catholic schools 
will present evidence to disprove these charges. 

The lesson for the United States in these la- 
mentable controversies is that in this country 
the public should support the public schools 
which are open to all regardless of church or 
creed, race or color, and that each religious sect 
with its own funds should support whatever it 
wishes in the way of denominational schools. 
The Government that supports a church and its 
schools can turn about face and either cut off 
support or harass the church. 

This is one reason why no steps should be 
taken, however small and well-intentioned, that 
will lead to a church-state struggle in the 
United States.

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Not for the Birds ; 

This is about birds but it is not for them. It is 
for human béings now that spring has come— 
whatever the weather is momentarily—and bird 
arrival time is with us again, 

We begin with the observation that not just 
the starlings but birds generally are holding 
their own in our increasingly industrial life. This 
is shown by the rather surprising number of 
books these days that deal with birds. 


Just to prove it stroll over to the book editor's 
desk with us and have a look. Here is one right 
on top, “Stray Feathers From a Bird Man's 
Desk,” by Austin L. Rand. The author, who is 
curator of birds at the Chicago Natural History 
Museum, has collected hundreds of sidelights 
on the lives of birds. For example he tells is 
that the Cuban hummingbird, said to be the 
smallest bird, has the fewest feathers, 940 by 
exact count, whereas the robin has 2587, the 
mourning dove 2635, the gull 6540, a mallard 
duck 11,903 and a swan 25,216, The seasons

Not too much stock can be placed in publie 
statements about such a conference. The Seviets 
have always been great hands at calling for 
conferences, but they are not always so willing 
to co-operate in creating the conditions under 
which a potentially fruitful conference can be 
held, If serjous diplomatic negotiations are 
seriously wanted, the best way to start them is 
through regular diplomatic channels, not by 
proclamatipn.

It 
would be a major tragedy if President Eisen- 
hower, backed an this question by the Dem- 
ocratic leadership and we think by the great 
majority of the American people, permitted the 
Knowlands in his party to inhibit him. The 
ancient illusion which they foster—the illusion 
that a fatuous old Uncle Sam always gets swin- 
died in diplomatic negotiations—is now more 
than ever out of place, 

This country is big enough and bright enough 
to negotiate with clear head and steady eye in 
behalf of its own and the warld'’s best inter- 
ests.

Last year 
they gave almost five and a half billion dollars 
to all manner of religious, eharitable, health, 
welfare and education solicitations. Yet Randall 
Ruhlman, president of the National Conference 
on Solicitations, says there is real danger that 
this stream of dollars may dry up. 

His reason is that individuals and business 
firms are now being approached in behalf of 
such a multiplicity of causes that charity is be- 


a gruff brush-off. 

This changed attitude is understandable, and 
it is the reason for the proposed United Fund 
in St. Louis, a plan to cover as far as possible 
all worthy appeals in one big drive. As Ben 
Maidenburg, executive editor of the Akron 
Beccon-Journal says, some of the big national 
organizations still resist this appeal. They want 
to come into a community, he says, collect all 
they can and “let the devil take the hindmost.” 
The “hindmost” of course would be the local 
charities. 

We find it most difficult to believe this of 
organizations like the Red Cross. If nothing else, 
they know that they depend on the good will of 
a community. And if a community decides to ra- 
tionalize its charitable contributions, they should 
not want to protest. After all, appeals for charity 
should not be competitive. Each group may serve 
a special purpose, but its directors must know 
that other worthy groups alsq have a claim on 
gifts from the people. 

That. is why we haope the United Fund will be 
brought into being. Jt could make giving rela- 
tively easy, and it could assure that every cause 
is supported according to merit. We shudder at 
the alternative of plaguing a community until 
it eloses its purse.

The time is exactly 7:45 a.m. when, 
on any given Monday, a meticulously 
punctual, round-faced little man carry- 
ing a battered briefcase emerges at a 
half-trot from his i12-room duplex 
apartment on New York’s Park avenue 
and begins his weekly rounds. 

Certainly there is nothing about 
Samuel I. Newhouse to indicate that 
he is the owner and proprietor of a 
multimillion-dollar newspaper empire 
which stretches from New York to Ore- 
gon and,, unlike 
newspaper 
empires, is growing 
just as fast as he 
can write the mil- 
lion-dollar checks 
which are becoming 
his trademark. 

For a man who 
stands only five 
feet three, he casts 
an extraordinarily 
long shadow. At 
the moment (Edi- 
tor’s note: This was 
in 1951) he has a 


total. combined circulation comes to 
well over a million daily and more on 
Sunday. 

In Syracuse he also owns a radio 
and television station. Not long ago, 
he acquired a radio station in Oregon. 


Business Man in a Hurry 


He has reached his present level of 
eminence by violating almost all the 
principles ordinarily applied to the 
operation of empires. His papers have 
none of the trappings of the usual 
newspaper chain. Newhouse has no 
office except his briefcase. 

Moreover, he is a brave bull ambng 


~timid bears, since he is almost the last 


active buyer of newspapers in the 
United States. Most other owners are 
concentrating on consolidation. 

Newhouse is so deliberately unob- 
trusive that he might have succeede 
in going on indefinitely without being 
observed if he had not purchased the 
venerable Portland Oregonian for a 
cpol $5,250,000. It was the biggest cash- 
on-the-barrelhead newspaper deal ever 
announced. 

Newhouse knew exactly what he was 
doing when he bought the Oregonian 
without bothering to examine its books. 
He was sitting quietly in his apartment 
when the telephone rang. It was Smith 
Davis, a prominent newspaper broker. 

“Sam.” Davis said, “I can get the 
Oregonian for you.”

His editors assume that responsibility 
while Newhouse concentrates on the 
balance sheet. One of his associates 
has said that “a weakness likely to. pro- 
duce red ink strikes him before it hits 
most business managers on his papers.”

That he has maintained his effer- 
vescence for so long is surprising, con- 
Sidering that his attainment of the 
stature of little giant has been arduous. 


His Start in Publishing 


Newhouse was born in New York 
City on May 24, 1895, the first of eight 


lished as an office boy at $2 a week in 
the law office of Judge Herman Lazarus. 
By the time he was 16, he had made 
up for his lack of a high-school diploma. 
At 18, he began studying law. 


Actually, fate and circumstance had 
already conspired to lead him into the 
newspaper business. Judge Lazarus had 
come into possession of 51 per cent of 
the stock of the small Bayonne (N.J.) 
Times. Meanwhile, so that nobody 
would run it any deeper into debt, he 
sent his young employe to Bayonne to 
keep an eye on things. 


Newhouse went out and, as a present 
associate says, “began educating the 
business men to advertising.” He 
map P ed merchandising campaigns, 
helped store owners plan sales. He 
boosted circulation by emphasizing 
home delivery, a point he still stresses. 
Then the Bda#onne Times started to 
show a profit. Five years later, as the 
21-year-old operator, Newhouse was re- 
ceiving 25 per cent of tpe profits.

By 1922 he had saved some money 
and was anxious to expand. Taking his 
savings and borrowing as much more 
as he could. he quietly bought 51 per 
cent of the Staten Island Advance.

(President Eisenhower and Prime Minister Sir Winston Churchill 
have both denied the claim) the United States still would retain 
an overwhelming advantage in atomic war over the Soviet Union. 


We shall retain this advantage 
even when the point. that 
Churchill called “saturation” in 
hydrogen weapons is reached. 
By “saturation” Churchill meant 
the point in time when either 
side had enough hydrogen 
weapons to destroy the other. 

If a hydrogen bomb can de- 
stroy the largest city and at the 
same time poison an area of 
7000 square miles, 500 of them 
could, if properly placed, de- 
stroy all the principal cities of 
the United States and Canada 


and make all the cultivated area 


of the two nations uninhabitable 
for a considerable period. 

The same result could be at- 
tained with 500 hydrogen bombs 
on the Soviet Union. 

After ‘Saturation.’ 

When “saturation” is reached 
the United States still has a 
material advantage in means of 
delivery. If equality is reached 
in delivery aircraft, we still re- 
gain a great and permanent geo- 


graphical advantage in ease of 


delivery and defense. 

Official statements allow the 
Soviet Union two or three years 
before a “saturation” stockpile 
of hydrogen bombs can be ac- 
cumulated. The same officials 
make no prediction of when the 
United States and Great Britain

The expense is enormous and 
apparently wasteful.

Defensive Battle. 


Avery, like an old lion, is 
waging a defensive battle for 
his business kingdom which he 
has nursed and cosseted since 
1931 when he took over Ward's, 
the second-largest general re- 


tailer in the world with net 
sales last year of $887,336,812. 

And he is convinced he is 
fighting for a principle of sound 
corporate management, the pay- 
as-you-go school, the save-for-a- 
rainy-day school. 

Thus the battle is joined. 
Wolfson contends that through 
superior management he and 
his supporters on the board of 
Ward’s could preserve the sol- 
vency of the chain, expand and 
go out after new business and 
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ant, Edmund A. Krider, presi- 
dent of Ward's, and other of- 
ficers of the company. 

Wolfson was in Chicago the 
other day to exhort Ward stock- 
holders to vote for his slate of 
officers on April 22. It was a 
stop in a coast-to-coast cam- 
paign to convince as many of 
Ward's 68,000 stockholders as 
he could to support him. 

“I can find some excuse for 
Avery,” he said as he sat in his 
hotel suite after the meeting of 
stockholders.

“He had a great business ca- 
reer—years ago,” /Wolfson said.

Krider Hard Worker.

In addition, the intercontinent- 
al B-36 bomber can fill in where 
bases are knocked out. It would 
be relatively invulnerable to 
known Soviet night intercep- 
tors. 

The 8-jet intercontinental 
B-52 heavy bomber is now in 
production and has a perform- 
ance that exceeds that even of 
the B-47 

Compared to the United States, 
the Russians today are truly 
laggard in means of delivery. 
They have 700 of their imitation 
of our discarded B-29. This was 
not built for intercontinental 
operations against the United 
States and would be totally in- 
effective for such missions. It 
does not have the range to make 
a one-way trip to New York from 
Murmansk and it is not built 
for in-flight refueling. 

Russia Making New Bomber. 

The picture will change in 
three and four 
years. The Russians are in pro- 
duction of the Type 39 medium 
jet bomber, which is compar- 
able to our B-47. They are al- 
ready in combat inventory and 
production is believed to be at 
a faster rate than we produced 
the B-47. 

The Soviets also have several 
prototypes of a heavy jet bomb- 
er comparable to our B-52. 
Whether this is in production 
yet is not known. 

‘When the Russian long-range 
air force is equipped with these 
new craft, the nag eg will _— 
achieved equality in means 0 
air aelivery with the United 
States, as we are equipped today 
and for the immediate future. 

By that time defense meas- 
dia both here and in the So- 
viet Union, will have improved 
and probably the subsonic jet 
bombers will be highly vulner- 
able to the antiaircraft rockets 
developed by then.

9000-mile round trip for their 
bombers against a 4000- or 5000- 
mile average round trip for our 
bombers. 


So what+ One might say. Just 
this: A bomber and crew can 
make one 9000-mile flight a 
week, for example, whereas they 
can make two flights a week 
of half that distance. Our peri- 
pheral air bases and our friend- 
ly allies on the routes of ap- 
proach from the Soviet Union 
have the effect of doubling our 
bombing force in comparison 
with theirs. 


Soviet Can’t Defend Self. 


Defensively, geography works 
even more effectively for the 
United States. The perimeter 
of the Soviet Union is so vast— 
about 14,000 miles—that it can- 
not be defended, nor even who]- 
ly cavered by a warning sys- 
tem. 

Soviet defense must be inter- 
nal, surrounding important areas. 
A few critical routes of ap- 
proach, such.as the north and 
south routes to Moscow and the 
approaches from the west can be 
given advanced defense. But 
that is all. And it is just as 
easy for us to come in from 
other directions, avoiding the ad- 
vanced defenses. 


The United States, in contrast, 
is covered thousands of miles 
out by western Europe, Iceland, 
Greenland, Canada and Alaska. 
This is a geographical assist only 
if we take advantage of it and 
build defenses far forward. 


This is being done. The rate 
of expansion is“ criticized by 
some as too slow, but defended 
by the Secretary of Defense as 
about right.

Calculations Not Infallible. 


Such calculations are made by 
computing machines. Does that 
make them accurate?

The machines are fed assump- 
tions as to how many intercepts 
can be made with a certain 
warning, how many hits anti- 
aircraft rockets can get under 
certain conditions, etc. Assump- 
tions are always made that the 
attacker does his work perfectly. 


Many of our experts judge that 
the defensive system now being 
constructed, with possible exten- 
sions, can stop usually 90 per 
cent of the sorties. It will vary. 
Any such performance as that 
will force an enemy to turn to 
other means of delivery such as 
mines, torpedoes into harbors, 
missiles from submarines and 
smuggled weapons. 


One unofficial estimate given 
the Post-Dispatch is that our 
defensive advantage over Rus- 
sia, if we make full use of our 
geographical blessings, will be 
four to eight to one, depending 
upon the Soviet area considered. 

Civil Defense May Decide. 

With an offensive advantage 
of two to one and an average 
defensive advantage of six to. 
one, the. United States appears 
to have, and can have, a 10 t 
one advantage over the Rus- 
sians in the mutual bombing 
competition. 

No defense can be perfect. 
The final defense is civil de- 
fense. If our defenses failed

At the outset Randall refused 
to talk for publication about the 
commission’s work, even its or-

The commission’s report was 
a hodgepodge of recommenda- 
tions, dissents and separate opin- 
ions. Although Randall had 
earned a reputation for impec- 
cable writing for magazines, the 
language was the usual govern- 
mental gobbledegook and Ran- 
dall would not permit his ex- 
pert te talk to reporters for pub- 
lication about what was meant. 
The report received a bad press. 
If Randall and the White House 
had co-operated, a much better 
presentation to the public could 
have been made. 


President Eisenhower incorpo- 
rated most of the recommenda- 
tions which had majority support 
in a message to Congress. It too 
was so involved that only a stu- 
dent of tariffs and international 
trade and finance could under- 
stand it. Again Randall and his 
experts declined to explain the 
language, saying that they could 
not go beyond the President’s 
words. , 

As it became more apparent 
that the Administration had a 
hard and perhaps losing fight 
on its hands, Randall, now a 
special consultant ‘to the Presi- 
dent on foreign policy, has held 
two off-the-record sessions with 
a select group of reporters but 
the stipulation of the meetings 
has been that the reporters must 
uSe the material on their own 
authority, without attribution 
to anyone. On such controver- 
sial issues as tariffs and inter- 
national trade, objective report- 
ers cannot take responsibility 
for presenting only one side of 
an argument as the complete 
picture. On the other hand, the 
spokesmen in and out of Con- 
gress for the local and special 
pressure groups have flooded 
newspaper offices with their 
propaganda, much of which gets 
into print because these groups 
are willing to take responsibility 


from | for their views. 


Randall’s explanation for this 


situation is that he is an “agent” 


‘ 


of the President and whatever 
he might say would be inter- 
preted as the President’s view. 
This is perhaps true but some- 
body has to express the Admin- 
istration viewpoint to the public 
as well as to the Congress if the 
country is to be adequately in- 
formed on this important sub- 
ject. Reporters have had the 
same difficulty in trying to get 
information from Joseph M. 
Dodge, Chicago banker and 
former Director of the Budget, 
who recently was appointed spe- 
cial assistant to the President 


on co-ordination of foreign 
policy. Dodge just won't see 
reporters. 


In the absence of Administra- 
tion activity for its own pro- 
posal, the major defense of it 
has fallen to the Committee far 
a National Trade Policy, of 
which Charles P. Taft, brother 
of the late Senator Robert A. 
Taft of Ohio, is president. An- 
other group which has made an 
active and well-informed cam- 
paign for lowering trade barriers 
has been the Committee for 
Economic Development. Many 
magazines and metropolitan 
newspapers have supported the 
Eisenhower proposals but the 
information efforts of all these 
groups are meager compared 
with the activity of the high 
tariff special interests of which 


the nation-wide Committee of 
Industry, Agriculture and Labor 
on Export-Import Policy is the 
most prominent. In addition to 
the national organizations oppos- 
ing the pending legislation, 
many individual companies and 
industries are taking large 
newspaper and magazine adver- 
tisements to present their views 
to the public and are actively 
lobbying with Senators and Rep- 
resentatives. 


Opponents Have Field. 

At this time, opponents of the 
legislation are in position of the 
battlefield because the Admin- 
istration has not been willing 
to take a stand, still less take 
the.offensive, The Wall Street 
Journal this week interpreted 
President Eisenhower’s press 
conference statement that he 
would use “every bit of influ- 
ence” for the pending bill as a 
‘declaration’ of war.” 

During the past two years he 
has not shown aggressive strate- 
gy or tactics on this far-reaching 
subject. Unless he and his for- 
eign economic advisers take a 
more active part in defending 
the legislation now on the books, 
they and many others here and 
abroad are going to be gravely 
disappointed by what local- 
minded Senators and Represen- 
tatives do to raise, not lower, 
trade barriers.

VY COMPTON - BURNETT 
is surely one of the oddest 
of all English language 
novelists and her reputation 
in this respect will not suffer 
through the publication of 
“Mother and Son.” Here as in 
her previous works Miss 
Compton-Burnett relies almost 
entirely upon dialogue to con- 
vey action, character, motiva- 
tion, background and the gen- 
eral psychological climate. The 
number of words used in get- 
ting her characters from one 
place to another are less than 
a playwright usually allots to 
his stage directions. The physi- 
cal appearance of a character, 
if mentioned at all, is re- 
stricted to one paragraph. 
And nothing is said about 
scenery, furnishings, costum- 
ing or weather. 

Despite these self-imposed 
limitations “Mother and Son” 
has a much clearer story line 
than many ndvels in which 
every character is analyzed at 
length and every critical turn 
in the plot is elaborately pre- 
pared.

ROF. DULLES, who heads 

the department of history 

at Ohio State University 
and has two of the three names 
of Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles, could not have 
known that the publication of 
his valuable new book would 
appear just after the precipi- 
tate release of the Yalta Con- 
ference file. But the timing of 
this Dulles book along with 
the issuance of the Yalta 
papers certainly adds interest 
to the book. 

Yalta comes late in Prof. 
Dulles’s 56-year span from 
1898 to 1954—from the Span- 
ish-American war to the Ge- 
meva conference on the Indo- 
chinese war—but it occupies 
an important place in the story 
of “America’s rise to world 

wer.” 

The Yalta agreements of 
1945, says the historian au- 
thor, represented as a whole 
“a pragmatic approach to is- 
sues whose settlement was 
intimately linked with the 
further prosecution of the war 
as well as with conditions un- 
derlying a future peace. 

“Neither Germany nor Ja- 
pan had yet surrendered; 
the practicality of the atomic 
bomb was not demonstrated. 
In the light of given circum- 
stances, both Roosevelt and 
Churchill, as well as their prin- 
eipal advisers, were convinced 
that these agreements held out 
great promise for future col- 
laboration among wartime Al- 
lies.” 

- = = 

OINTING out that Stalin 
P mace substantial conces- 

sions to the American 
veewpoint on the occupation of 
the status of the 
governments in Eastern Eu- 
rope and that nothing was con- 
ceded to Russia that the Com- 
munists were not in a position 
to take with their arms, Prof. 
Dulles goes on to say that 
perhaps no other international 
conference in modern times 
has aroused such continuing 
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controversy and embittered 
debate as the Yalta Confer- 
ence. He writes: 


“It has become at once a 
myth and a symbo]l—often far 
removed from any factual 
background—in the American 
mind. The understandings 
reached with Soviet Russia, 
both in respect to the status 
of the countries of Eastern 
Europe and more particularly 
in regard to settlements in 
Eastern Asia, have been the 
basis for condemnation of 
Roosevelt's entire policy. 

“The critics of Yalta—their 
attitude often intensified by 


bitter partisanship — have in- 
sisted that Roosevelt betrayed 
the democratic cause by un- 
justified concessions to Russia 
that built up and immensely 
strengthened her postwar posi- 
tion.” 

The historian searching for 
the truth finds no “sellout” 
such as the anti-Eisenhower 
element in the Republican 
party keeps shouting about and 
instead concludes: “The trag- 
edy of Yalta did not lie in the 
agreements reached, but in the 
failure of Soviet Russia to 
honor her commitments.” .

No matter what 
may be thought of his devo- 
tion to sets by Gordon Craig 
and lilted verse spoken by 
Florence Farr, he was resolved 
from the beginning to create 
an Irish theater devoted to 
high art as well as to the 
spirit of nationalism. The es- 
sence of his best poetry, too, 
is not Irish or English or any 
country’s, but the symbols of 
man’s search for a spiritual 
home and of the bridge, as he 
himself wrote to Katherine 
Tynan, “between man and the 
unresolvable mystery.”

T is for the full knowledge 
iE: this quality in Yeats that 

this large collection of let- 
ters is invaluable. Because of 
his alliance with more vigor- 
ous, if narrower, interests, the 
autobiography gives at times 
an impression of special plead- 
ing, and Yeats’s reliance on 
the lecture platform, especial- 
ly the lucrative platforms of 
the U.S.A., to eke out a scanty 
income, made the special plea 
a kind of second nature to 
him. But in his letters to 
friends—to Katherine Tynan, 
a poet like himself, to Lady 
Gregory; the lady bountiful of 
the arts in Ireland, to John 
O'Leary and John Quinn, old- 
time cronies, and to Olivia 
Shakespeare, a correspondent 
of forty years whom he loved 
because “she never uf her 
solitude,” — he wrote from 
the heart about simplest things 
and dearest wishes. 

Allan Wade’s editorship is 
excellent. In 1898, he first be- 
gan to make a list of Yeats’s 
work, and his 1951 bibliog- 
raphy is standard. His brief, 
pertinent inter-chapters sum- 
marize the incidents of Yeats's 
career and make the settings 
of the letters as clear as need 
be. And to come in touch with 
such letters is a literary ex- 
perience of the first order.

HE American party sys- 
Tex makes it difficult for a 
giant to get into the White 
House. It favors a candidate 
who offers the minimum ob- 
stacle to vote-gathering. Ruth- 
erford B. Hayes fitted this 
formula. Even so, the Repub- 
licans did not expect to win 
with him. 
After the Grant scandals, he 


_ represented virtue. Yet it was 


only as the returns were com- 
ing in that it occurred to one 
of the party’s lesser leaders 
that a victory might be 
claimed in the Electoral Col- 
lege over New York's Samuel 
J. Tilden, the Democrat who 
won a popular majority. 

Conflicting election reports 
came from Louisiana, Florida 
and South Carolina, states 
“occupied” by federal troops 
under Grant. There also was a 
dispute about one of Oregon's 
three electors. If all the ques- 
tioned votes went to Hayes, 
he would be President. The 
decision was entrusted to an 
electoral commission of five 
Senators, five Representatives 
and five Supreme Court Jus- 
tices. 

The congressional members 
were divided five and five. 
There were only two Demo- 
crats on the Court, but Justice 
David Davis of Illinois, a Lin- 
coln appointee, had been men- 
tioned for the Democratic 
presidential nomination. The 
Tilden hopes rested on him 
but were dashed when the 
legislature sent him to the 
United States Senate. So the 
last seat was filled by Justice 
Joseph P. Bradley of New Jer- 
sey, a Grant Republican. All 
commission votes were 8 to 7 
in favor of Hayes. 

A filibuster was threatened 
in the House. It was not until 
4:10 a.m. on March 2, 1877, 
that Senator Ferry ended the 
great law suit by announcing 
that Hayes had received 185 
electoral votes to 184 for Til- 
den. 


S President, slaves want- 
A« to end the “occupation” 

of the South. He wanted 
respect for Negro rights. (He 
appointed Frederick Douglass, 
a Negro, as United States Mar- 
shal for the District of Colum- 
bia.) He wanted to prevent a 
hate-based Democratic Solid 
South. (He appointed David 
M. Key, a Tennessee Demo- 
crat, as his Postmaster Gen- 
eral.) He wanted a strong 
civil service as a corrective 
for the abuses of the Grant 
years. (He brought an idealist, 
Missouri's Carl Schurz into the 
Cabinet.) And so on. 

But Hayes was naturally 
cautious; he moved slowly and 
pleased neither side. On top 
of a depression, he had to deal 
with the bloody railroad strike 
and he sent troops into West 
Virginia, Maryland, Pennsyl- 
vania and Illinois at the re- 
quest of their Governors. With 
matters entirely in his own 
hands, however, Hayes could 
be firm; for example, Execu- 
tive Order No. 1 to end the 
abuses in the New York Cus- 
tom House centering around, 
mirabile dictu, President-to- 
be Chester Arthur. But for 
the most part he felt com- 


pelled te seek impossible com-

promises. He meant it when 
he said. that he did not want 
a second term. 

How did such a man come 
to the White House’? Outstand- 
ing bravery and competence 
as a Civil War commander 
drew attention to him. He was 
the man who prevented a rout 
at Cedar Creek while Sheridan 
was galloping those 20 miles 
from Winchester. Hayes went 
to Congress and served two 
terms as Governor of Ohio. 
Then he refused to run 
against Judge Alphonso Taft 
of Cincinnati. But Taft's rep- 
utation for tolerance—toler- 
ance even for Catholics — 
forced him to retire. Hayes 
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was not above exploiting the 
bigotry of the day and so won 
a third term as Ohio's Gov- 
ernor.

ARRY BARNARD, author 
H: “Eagle Forgotten,” also 

tries to get behind the 
public record of Hayes. But 
the psychology is more debat- 
able than the history. The 
President-to-be was two years 
old when his father died. So 
Barnard looks to his mother, 
Sophia; his sister, Fanny, and 
his uncle, Sardis Birchard, for 
shaping influences. But some- 
times Hayes must have been 
hard to shape. 

The family had come from 
New England to the Western 
Reserve, and old ties were 
strong. Young Hayes was 
urged to go to Yale but he 
insisted on four years at Ken- 
yon College in Ohio. Did the 
college become a _ substitute 
for the father he never knew? 
Certainly his reliance on Ken- 
yon throughout his life was 
extraordinary. The name is 
on almost every other page of 
this book. He believed that 
Kenyon gave thim what he 
wanted even more than edu- 
cation: a gentleman's standard 
of conduct. It also gave him 
some remarkably loyal friends 


_who seem to have done more 


to advance his career than he 
did himself. 

Perhaps this addiction to 
college associations represent- 
ed a desire for serene and un- 
compromised living.

Takes Will Power. 

Many African violet fans gen- 
erously give leaves to novices,

| est plants ean be turned into a) 


| collection of two or three hun- | 
dred. Reducing a plant collection 
to reasonable limits is much like 
trying to shed surplus weight. 
Both processes require a bit of 
planning and a lot of will power 
and determination. 

Diseased or infested plants 
should of course go into the ash 
can. Most Saint Paula ailments 
spread so rapidly that only the 
rare and valuable plants should 
be admitted to the infirmary. 
New plants, by the way, might 
very well be kept in an “iso- 
lation ward” for a few weeks. 
The list of discards might 
also include the ‘cripples and 
the venerable vets. Dowager 
grandmas that have enjoyed the 
best of care may still have 
regal beauty but they demand 
a lot .of elbow room. Most 
violets are at their best during 
their second or third year. As 
the crown grows upward, it may 
eave a bare, elongated stem 
faintly reminiscent of an ostrich 
neck. Cherished plants may be 
rejuvenated by a major opera- 
tion, for the entire crown can 
be cut off and re-rooted. Or 
daughter leaves, taken from old 
favorites, can be nursed along

Nip Off Shoots. 


It is important, too, to re- 
strict all plants to a single 
shapely crown. Just as soon as 
an African violet gets “‘broody,” 
nip off those incipient shoots. 
This may take a few minutes’ 
time each week, but it will save 


'much time and trouble later on. 


Single crown plants are more 
beautiful, and, honestly, they 
are just as floriferous. 

The trick of getting a really 
fine decorative effect with vio- 
lets is to restrict the collection 
to just a few good varieties. 
Masses of pink and blue violets 
on a plant stand or window 
shelf will create a picture that

|CLAY MOLDS USED 
FOR ZEUS STATUE 
AT OLYMPIA FOUND 


BERLIN, March 26 (AP)— 
A German archeologist, Prof. 
Emil Kunze, was credited today 
with having found the molds 
Phidias was believed to have 
used in making the famous ivory 
and gold statue of Zeus at 
Olympia — one of the seven 
wonders of the ancient world. 

Phidias, an Athenian architect 
and sculptor, lived around 500 
to 432 B.C. 

Prof. Erich Serihitines told a 


lecture audience’ here yesterday 
that during recent excavations 
conducted by Kunze in Olympia, 
southwest of the temple of Zeus, 
a guest house dating back to 
the Fourth Century B.C. was un- 
earthed. According to reports 
left behind Sy Spartan General 
Pausanius, the workshop of 
Phidias was located in this 
building. 

The molds, made of baked 
clay, range in size from 10 inches 
to about, 2 feet. Some of them 
are numbered, Boehringer said, 


apparently to keep them in or- 
der. There is no doubt, Boeh- 
ringer added, that these are the 
molds used by Phidias to shape 
the gold plates used in his 
giant statue.

On Against Advice. 


ILLIE PEP is to appear 
in a nationally televised 
fight Wednesday night 
when he opposes the youthful 
Gilbert Cadilli of Los Angeles 
in 10 rounds at Parks Airfield, 
near San Francisco. The bout 
will be telecast here by KWK- 
TV, Channel 4 at 9 o’clock. 
And fans still wonder what 
helps to give boxing a bad | 
name! | 
Willie is through. Has been | 
for some time and should have 
long since retired on his lau- 
rels. Certainly when he looked 
so pitiful as he did when 
knocked out by Lulu Perez 
last year, he should have tak- 
en the hint. The New York 
Commission and the N.B.A. 
both suspended him after that 
one, but he insisted upon a 
comeback. 


All of this against the ad- 
vice of his friends. 

Willie, regarded by many 
boxing ‘observers as one of the 
greatest fighters for his 
pounds and inches of all time. 
had 193 fights of record, of 
which he lost but six. 

He was the featherweight | 

champion and grossed many 
hundreds of thousands of dol- | 
lars during his time in the 
ring. , 
He dissipated his earnings 
through too much love for the 
galloping dominoes and had | 
some unfortumate marital ex- | 
periences. But that is hardly 
an excuse for dissipating his | 
health, too, at this late date 
and adding another black eye 
to boxing which, in its present 
state, is not in condition to 
stand another punch by one 
who owes so much to it. 

The story has been told of 
how Willie, in his heyday, 
would draw his purses in ad- 
vance to shoot craps. He was 
haled into court on one occa- 
sion and fined for being caught 
in an illegal game. The judge 
at that time tried to give him | 
some good advice but Willie | 
wasn't having any and inso- | 
lently demanded that the 
judge assess his fine and let | 
him get “outta here.” | 

That seems to be Pep’s atti- 
tude toward advice. He just 
won't take it, if he wants to 
do something he is advised 
against doing, and now we see 
the aging veteran trading upon 
his past reputation, trying des- 
perately to get another stake 
out of boxing. 

The kindest thing you could 
wish for for’ Willie, perhaps, 
is that Cadilli gives him a 
quick, merciful dose the same 
as Perez did; then maybe he | 
will make up his mind to fol- 
low some other line of en- 
deavor. | 

It’s tough, of course, for a 
fellow, after living off the | 
fat of the land for so many | 
years, to buckle down to a 
menial job. But there are 
some ome 4 worse.

Ed Fitzgerald, editor of 
Sport, writes: 
“actually, in our opinion, | 


what the whole fuss amounts 
to is simply that baseball has 
w lot of friends in Congress 
and boxing hasn't any. The 
lawmakers knock each other 
over in the mad rush to pro- 
tlaim their undying love for 
‘aseball, but if there is any 
rush at all where boxing is | 
concerned it’s to put the fin 
ger on it and demand an in- 
vestigation. A promoter friend 
of ours says that there is one 
other rush by politicians in 
the direction of boxing—for 
free seats. 

“It isn’t our intention to | 
argue that boxing is the most 
glorious of sports. As a mat- 
ter of fact, we would rather 
watch a ball game most of the 
time. But boxing is a color- 
ful, powerful spectacle that 
gives pleasure and excitement 
to a lot of people: If we think 
boxing has faults that ought to 
be corrected, we should work 
to:correct them. Congressmen 
who grab stray headlines and 
magazines that grub for loose 
quarters, by uncorking empty | 
blasts at a sport that millions 
of people in this country are 
intensely interested in, get no 
applause from us. The Willie 
Ritchie, the Jim Braddock, the 
Julie Helfand, the Harry Mark- 
son who works to improve 
boxing is the man we salute. 

“If the men in Washington 
think it’s evil that the Inter- 
national Boxing Club pro- 
motes almost all our important 
title fights and _ therefore 
shouldn’t be given immunity 
from the anti-trust laws... 
and if boxing is to be attacked 
because of its business prac- 
tices, who wants to stand up 
and make a speech spelling 
‘out the glories of pro foot- 
ball’s infamous draft law 
which doesn’t even give the 
player a chance to ask for bids 
for his services but tells him 
he is the property of such- 
and-such a club and will play 
for them at their terms or will 
play for nobody?”

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Typical March Weather 


Warming Sun, Rain, 
Wind, Snow on Farm 


By Leonard Hall 


ARCH weather reminds me of nothing so much as get- 
ting your mouth all set for a piece of chocolate cake 
and then biting into a sour pickle. The pickle is all 
very well in its place, but not when you are ready for the 
dessert course. Thus the 
warm rains which came 
last week and set the 
countryside to greening up 
had led us to expect a 
tremendous burst of 
growth. Then one evening 
the thermometer started 
to drop, snow came drift- 
ing down, tha wind howled 
like a banshee all night 
long and we got up in the 
morning to find that a real 
blizzard had blown in from 
the northwest. The tem- 
perature stood at 14 de- 
grees outside the kitchen 
window and the ground 
was covered with snow 
and ice. The cattle stood 
hunched up around the 
barn and their backs were 
covered with frost. A few songbirds clung to the wildly 
swinging bird feeders, but they didn’t seem too happy. 

There is, of course, no real reason not to expect such 
weather in March. The main damage will be to early flow- 
ering fruits such as the peaches, which were just bursting 
into bloom, and to the lilacs, on which the buds are start- 
ing to swell. Yet when we weigh the sudden freeze against 
the benefits from the rain which has fallen in March, the 
balance is on the favorable side. Within a period of a week 
we've had two downpours which totaled fully six inches; 
more precipitation, I suspect, that we've had during any 
three-month period over the past three years. It is enough 
water to start restoring sub-soil moisture and when we dug 
a four-foot posthole to set up the new martin house, we 
were in moist earth all the way down.

. The rains did wash some gullies wherever the 

ground was freshly worked and also put an end 

to the oats sowing for some time to come. They 

sent the creek up over the bridge, washed out our 

water-gaps and flooded the bottomlands. But they 

also raised all the old ponds to over-flowing and 

even filled our new pond three-quarters full, mak- 
, dmg a fine start on the gsummer’s water supply. 
’ x *k * | 
|@ MOST OF THE RAIN fell while the warm weather still 
‘held, so that you could almest hear things growing. There 
was one day when it cleared up and we hiked out along the 
bluff above Saline creek, partly to see whether the water 
had done any real damage in the low-lying fields and partly 
to see just how far spring had advanced overnight. First 
thing we noticed was that the tops of the elm trees, now 
in full bud, were filled with birds. There were goldfinches, 
still in winter plumage, chickadees and titmice, all of which 
have been with us through the cold weather. But we also 
saw the purple finch and myrtle warbler and a number of 
others which must have come in since the previous day. 
Underneath our feet the tiny bluets made a carpet and once 
again, as every spring, we noted the pin-point of golden 
color in the center of the small flower which serves as a 
target for the pollinating insects. 

x * * 

On this day we also found the first Johnny- 
jump-ups, smallest member of the violet family, as 
well as spring beauty, the inconspicuous little draba 
or Whitlow grass, salt-and-pepper and rue anemone. 
Dentaria or toothwort, a small annual with a many 
toothed leaf and cluster of white-petalled flowers 
was also blooming and the Dutchman’s breeches 
was in bud. But the prize of the day was the blood- 
root, of which a few were opening their creamy 
white petals while countless others pushed their 
bud-tipped stems up through the oak leaves.

@ IT WAS ON ONE SUNNY DAY during this week that 
Matt and I headed out into the hill country which lies west 
of our valley in search of a dozen yearling steers to help 
utilize this summer’s pasture. We drove down a half-dozen 
créeks, stopped at several farms in the deep hollows and 
had a visit with our friend Ernest Brand who keeps store at 
‘East End and is presiding judge of the County, Court. 
There wasn’t much sign of spring in the oak timber, but 
down in the little valley farms you could feel the season 
advancing. Jonquils bloomed in the yards, lilacs were leaf- 
ing out and farm wives were busy in their gardens, getting 


out peas, lettuce, radishes and early potatoes. We took the 
afternoon for our search, finally found our dozen steers 
and bought them after some dickering over a barn-lot fence. 

We also took advantage of the cessation of field work 
forced on us by the rain to catch up on some chores with 
the cattle.

Sometimes, 
to paraphrase John Gould, the sage of Lisbon Falls, Me., I 
feel like a casualty of the modern age. I don’t exactly hold 
with going back to the kerosene lamp and the one-horse 
plow. Yet I hate to see the development of a “philosophy 
‘of farming” based solely on bigness which not only makes 
for vast over-production but renders it harder and harder 
for the average farmer, despite good management and. a 
substantial investment, to earn.a reasonable livelihood from 
his land, '

Her indignation was tempered 
with resignation because in her 
heart she knows, as do all wom- 
en who make a major portion of 
their clothes, that she will never 
be able to do otherwise. Once 
she has been spoiled by wearing 
fabrics used in’ costume-room 
clothes she can never again go 
back to the ready-mades in the 
budget shop. Once she has worn 
a sleeve that fits her peculiarly 
proportioned arm, she can never 
again try on one in which the 
the elbow bags above the wrist, 
and be satisfied with the sales- 
girl’s assurance that, “All you 
have to do is turn up the cuff.” 


It used to be that women 
made their own clothes for eco- 
nomic reasons only. Today more 
and more women are designing 
and sewing because they’re 
learned to make custom-made 
costumes and because, in today’s 
mechanized existence, it gives 
an outlet for their creativity. 


At least the pattern makers, 
the fabric buyers, and the sew- 
ing machine manufacturers fig- 
ure that this must be the reason. 
There’s no denying that more 
women are sewing today and the . 
sewing boom is still on the up- 
grade. A survey earlier this 
year by a pattern company, pre- 
sented at the National Retail 
Dry Goods Association Conven- 
tion, came’ up with some sta- 
tistics that would pop the eyes 
of even a harden statistics 
gazer. , 

Today the women who sew 
creatively—that is, do more than 
darn and mend — equals the 
population of the 54 largest 
cities in the United States; there 
are 38,000,000 of them. The 
envelopes from patterns they 
used in 1953 alone would stretch 
12,000 miles around the United 
States. The piece goods they 
purchased would drape the 
equator 15 times, and the thread 
they used would extend to the 
moon and back 2000 times. (The 
thread we ripped would reach 
to Kansas City.) Including the 
$250,000,000 spent for sewing 
machines, it totals close to a 
billion dollars spent in the 
United States on home sewing 
in one year. To put it mildly, 
home sewing has become big 
business.

AST month during National 
L Sew and Save Week, Welek’s 

fabric store received further 
corroboration of this _ trend. 
Celebrating its sixtieth anniver- 
sary, it commemorated the event 
with a week of sewing instruc- 
tions and fashion shows, and the 
response was tremendous. 


“Frankly we didn’t expect 
anything like it, even though 
we're in the business and know 
the interest in. sewing,” said 
Charles F. Welek Jr. at the 
close of their program. “During 
the first two days 1700 women 
attended our classes. 

“The representative from a 
zipper company brought 600 
pamphlets, figuring she'd give 
them away during her three 
days here. She ran out during 
the second lecture. on the first 
day and had to call Chicago for 
reinforcements. The interest was 
terrific. People stayed on to 
ask questions. The last: dem- 
onstration ended at four o’clock 
and at quarter after five we still 
had women here.” 

“Women are hungry for in- 
formation about sewing,” Pa- 
tricia Harkins, the zipper firm 
representative added, “We can 
tell there’s a tremendous surge 
of interest from the mail we get, 
questions about interfacing, 
hems, things that have nothing 
to do with zippers, plus requests 
to visit new areas all the time. 

“A woman starts to sew for 
economic reasons,” Miss Har- 
kins says in interpreting the

ually she becomes curious to 
learn the refinements of sewing.

We’ve noticed an in- 
crease in the sale of junior and 
teen patterns and in brighter, 
more youthful styling of fabrics.

Robert Miller, Famous - Barr 
buyer, adds a compliment to the 
home sewer’s vision and imag- 
ination.

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woman who has taught more 
than 5000 women in her Nation- 
al Sewing School, is an ardent 
crusader in this effort and is 
beginning to make her efforts 
felt. This past summer the Uni- 
versity of Colorado invited her 
to spend 12 weeks demonstrating 
and explaining her speeded-up 
sewing methods to teachers 
taking summer work at Boulder.

RS. HAY, who began her 
sewing career by making 
dresses for four daughters 
and was talked into starting a 
school by friends who wanted to 
learn her technique, is opposed 
to the old school of pinning, 
basting, standing and fitting. Her 
pupils learn to measure patterns 
before cutting, learn how to set a 
zipper in two and 6ne-half min- 
utes, how to hem, close, and set 
a sleeve in less than five min- 
utes, to hold fabric so that it 
can be machine stitched evenly, 
eliminating any basting steps. 
The secret of sewing without 
pinning or basting,” says Mrs. 
Hay, “is power control, which is 
slow speed, and fabric control. 
The chief obstacle in the way of 
fabric control is the action of 
the feed against the under layer 
of fabric. The sewer must keep 
in mind that the feed is always 
working against her and she has 
to be counteracting it.” 

Equally revolutionary to the 
orthodox home seamstress is 
Mrs. Hay’s method of setting in 
a sleeve. Most set-in sleeve pat- 
terns, as the beginning seam- 
stress learns to her sorrow, are 
much fuller than the armhole 
space and this fullness must be 
eased smoothly into the space. 
The mark of the homemade or 
the poorly constructed ready- 
made garment is an improperly 
set-in sleeve, either gathered, 
bunched, or stitched off-grain 
so that it hangs incorrectly. 
Most home sewers groan and 
persevere as they first pin, then 
baste, then steam iron, and 
finally stitch a set-in sleeve. 

Mrs. Hay’s method consists of 
finger shirring, running a seam 
around the sleeve opening, 
while keeping her finger at the 
back of the needle base so that 
‘the stitching gathers. (You can’t 
do it with a slant needle ma- 
chine, by the way.) This

HE United States Children’s 
Bureau reports that in 1953 
(the last year for which sta- 
tistics are available) about 435,- 
000 boys and girls were brought 
before juvenile courts for delin- 
quency; perhaps as many as 
1,250,000 were dealt with by the 
police and a great many. more 
completely escaped the attention 
of the law. In that one year, 
more than 40,000 were commit- 
ted to state institutions for 

juvenile delinquents. 

What are these institutions 
like—the ones we used to-call 
reform schools but which now 
are generally known as training 
or industrial schools?

visited an industrial school in 
his state. He was shocked to 
learn that the school didn’t have 
a full-time psychiatrist for its 
500 “twisted maladjusted young- 
sters.”’ 

“These so-called correctional 
institutions are mere dumping 
grounds, human junk yards 
where the good, the bad and the 
indifferent are herded  to- 
gether,” the judge said. 

a It’s just like a pipe that 
is all filled. If you push some- 
thing in one end, you force 
something out the other end. 
Therefore, young criminals who 
are far from rehabilitated must, 
perforce, be paroled from this 
institution long before’ they 
should be thrown back into the 
community.” 

It is fortunate for judge 
Liebowitz’s nervous system that 
he doesn’t travel more. 

He would find many juvenile 
schools around the country 
where murderers mingle with 


‘petty thieves and truants, where 


psychotics and psycopaths live 
with the mildly disturbed, 
where the intelligent walk with 
the feeble-minded and moronic. 
A survey by the United States 
children’s bureau shows that at 
least two out of five schools have 
more inmates than they can 
adequately handle (about 200 is 
regarded as the maximum); three 
out of five don’t have # full or 
part-time trist; two out 
of five don’t have a full or part-

But these same officials quick- 
ly admit the inadequacy of their 
statistics. They have no idea 
how many boys end up in adult 
prison in later years or in other 
states. 

And there is no statistical 
way of measuring how often this 
happens? A boy is paroled as 
rehabilitated. He lives up to 
parole regulations and thereaft- 
er the school loses trace of him. 
In fact, he may for several years 
live a so-called normal life, per- 
haps even as model citizen. And 
then suddenly he commits a hor- 
rible, irrational crime. 

Why? Psychiatrists will tell 
you it was because he was emo- 
tionally sick to begin with; that 
the school treatment never got 
at the roots of the sickness al- 
though he may have learned 
some superficial things about 
getting along with people. 

Thus, authorities stress the 
need for trained professionals at 
such schools, for an understand- 
ing staff, for a relaxed atmos- 
phere, where a boy will begin to 
feel emotionally safe, where he 
can begin to open up and dis- 
cuss his darkest troubles and 
fears. 

But then this kind of thing 
happens: A boy returns from a 
visit with the psychiatrist. 
cottage officer. asks, “‘Oh, been 
to the nut doctor, eh?” 

“With many people on the 
staff who fail to understand the 
problem, many boys leave such 
schools just as sick, perhaps 
even sicker than when . they 
came,” said a Midwestern psy- 
chiatrist.

THIS WILL have to be my 
reply to a number of parents 
who have written me recently, 
worried because they have only 
one child, Stop worrying and go 
to work. Study child guidance;

You need have no particular 
cause for anxiety. 

On the other hand, most per- 
sons who are themselves only 
children, say that they regret it, 
and they wish they had been 
brought up with brothers and 
sisters.

Is There a Play 
Doctor in House?

NEW YORK, March 26. 


NE of the most important people in the Broadway 
() neste is the play doctor. A play doctor is someone 

who comes in to treat an ailing play. His equipment 
includes a pair of rubber gloves, several sharp pencils, a 
pair of, scissors and his 
own secretary. The doe- 
tor is usually sent for 
while the sick play is dying 
in Boston, Hartford, Phila- 
delphia or Detroit. It is 
his job tb doctor up a play 
so it can be brought into 
New York. 

Play doctors are very 
ethical people and it’s 
hard to get one to talk 
about his business. We 
managed to corner Abe 
Burrows, who was the doc- 
tor on “Silk Stockings,” to 
tell us about it. 

“I don’t think. you 
should talk about play 
doctoring,”’ he said. “‘It 
isn’t nice. It’s like if 

ieee you're walking down the 
BURROWS ... street with a plastic sur- 
ABOUT IT. geon and you see a beau- 

tiful girl and you say so and the plastic surgeon says ‘You 
should have seen her before I fixed her up.’ Actually play 
doctors like other medicine people have a Hippocratic 

Oath.” 

“What is it?” 

“It goes like this.. ‘I swear on my honor that I will 
bring in a hit for the producers, but never mention I have 
done so either in Sardi’s or Lindy’s.” 

“When you're called in as a doctor what is the attitude 
of the people who have been with the show?” 

“First you have to have the author’s permission. The 
cast is generally relieved because they are a feeling people 
and they know there is something wrong. The play doctor 
can see the show with a different eye. He’s not too close 
to it. He knows or thinks he knows what’s wrong. Some- 
times he just has to breathe on the script to make things 
right. Other times it may require a great deal of rewriting. 
I like to write my own things.”

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Whole Town Turns Out to Honor Editor at Surprise Party 
on Newspaper's 50th Anniversary—He Got the Idea and Name 
for ‘Weekly When He Visited St. Louis World's Fair in 1904

SYKESVILLE, Pa., March 26. 


’ 
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T WAS THE NIGHT all Sykesville had been waiting for. Plans 
had been under way for almost two .moriths, but during the 
past few days the suspense had reached a fever pitch. Everyone 


in town was in.on the secret except one man. Their chief worry 
had been that he would find out. After all, he was the one man 
in town who usually knew more than anyone else about what 


was going on. 


But the secret: had been well 
kept. It had been referred té 
around town as “Operation 317,” 
the numbers being the date, 
third month, seventeenth day. 
The gymnasium of the Sykes- 
ville high school, which also 
serves as a civic auditorium, had 
been decorated in pink, white 
and green crepe paper. 


The occasion was ostensibly 
the annual banquet of ‘the Lions 
club. The dinner was over and 
speech-making time had arrived 
when the man, whose name is 
Otto J. Nupp, was lured onto 
the stage on the pretext of hand- 
ing out some annual awards. 


But once he was on the stage 
the master of ceremonies, Mile 
Zimmerman, took him by the 
elbow. The auditorium lights 
went down, the stage lights went 
up and the curtains parted. Said 
Zimmerman: “This date, March 
17, marks the golden anniver- 
sary of your newspaper.” 


This didn’t exactly come as 
news to Nupp. After all, he had 
been working for six weeks on 
his Golden Anniversary issue, 
the largest paper he ever print- 
ed, with 48 pages ‘in six sections, 
and he had been up until mid- 
~ yen the night before getting 

out. 


.A shy, small man who looks 
like Cal Coolidge with a sense 
of humor, 72-year-old Nupp 
tried to pull away. But Zimmer- 
man had a tight hold on him. 
He led Nupp to a chair, sat him 
down, and in true Ralph Ed- 
wards style announced: 


“This is your life, Otto J. 
Nupp, publishér, editor, leader 
and friend.” 

That’s how the people of 
Sykesville feel about Editor 
Nupp, and when he looked 
across the footlights he saw 
nearly 500 of his fellow towns- 
people gathered there to pay 
tribute to him and to bis weekly 
newspaper, the name of which is 
the Sykesville Post-Dispatch, 
only namesake of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch. 

For nearly two months the 
Lions Club, bs which Nupp is 
an honored member, had been 
working on the _ celebration. 
Zimmerman, who used to work 
at the newspaper and who is 
now in the engraving business, 
had thought up the idea. He 
had been helped by Ray Rup- 
pert, down at the post office; 
Duane Muir, a teacher; insur- 
ance man, Henry Righi, teacher 
Walter Gruda, Joe Varacallo, 
the foremen at the water works; 
Blaine Zimmerman, who runs 
the hatchery, and Al Barnett, 
another teacher. 

. a a 

OR weeks they gathered to- 
F retner material about Nupp’s 

life, and they got in touch 
with old friends, teachers and 
employes and persuaded them to 
be present for the occasion. In 
time, of course, the secret got 
beyond the committee. It had 
to. For instance Mrs. Orrell 
Eaton, descendant of one of the 
old families and who paints in 
oil, had to fix up this-is-your- 
life book with Mr»Nupp’s name 
in gold letters. 

Blair Rupert, acting principal 
at the high school, had to get 
the place decorated and the 
banquet tables set up. And the 
women’s church clubs had to 
cook the food and so in time it 
became » town secret, and prob- 
ably the first time in history 
a whole town was able to keep 
one. 

Editor Nupp looked to left 
and right of the stage seeking 
an avenue of escape. But there 


. was none, so he grinned, sat 


down and resigned himself to 
his glory. Zimmerman, who had 
done his work well, turned back 
the pages of time. 

Among other pages, there was 
that in the year 1904, the month 
of October, when two young 
men journeyed all the way from 
Sykesville to see the fabulous 
St. Louls World’s Fair. Of 
course Nupp and his friend, 
Jake Shafer, were just two of 
the nearly 20,000,000 people 
who visited the fair that year. 

But the thing that brings 
Nupp back into focus now, after 
the passage of half a century, 
was the focal point of his own 
interest, which was not the fair. 
The World’s Fair was a mag- 
nificent thing, of course, and 
he was duly impressed. But the 
thing which captured his im- 
agination, held his attention and 
sent him away inspired, sq to 
speak, was a printing press. It 
was the printing press of the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch, which 
was then situated at 210 North 
Broadway. 

Nupp’s friend, Shafer—and_ 


they are still good friends—told - 


how, when they returned from 
the fairgrounds to their down- 
town hotel each evening, Nupp 
would drag him over to the 
newspaper plant. There Nupp 
would stand on the sidewalk 
and watch with faseination the 
bg presses, the papers coming 
off in an endless line, and the 
newsboys grabbing the bundles 
and running off down the street. 
to scream the headlines. 

When the week was up and 
they had to start home, Shafer 
recalled, “Otto said to me, ‘I 
think I'll start a newspaper one 
of these days, and when I do, 
I'm going to call it the Post- 
Dispatch. The Sykesville Post- 
Dispatch.’ ” 

Nupp already owned a little 


foot-powered job printing press 
on which he turned out cards 
and handbills on the side while 
conducting his regular business 
of running a newsstand. He had 
already learned to like the 
smell of printer’s ink, but the 
sight of the big presses finished 
him off. 

“IT had never seen anything 
like it, and I couldn't forget it,” 
he recalled. So a year later, 
knowing nothing whatever about 
the newspaper business and 
with no equipment, he decided 
to start one. 

“The first edition was sup- 
posed to come out March 10, 
1905,” he said. “I gathered up 
all my news for the first four- 
page edition, and took it over 
to DuBois (a nearby town) to 
have it pripted. I was worried 
about having too much copy for 
a four-page paper. But bs 
printer measured it up and said, 
‘You haven't got enough stuff 
here, Bud, to fill two pages.’ So 
I had to go back and spend an- 
other week digging up two more 
pages of news. That’s how the 
first edition happened to come 
out on St. Patrick’s Day.” 

Se 

UPP was born in 1883 and 
N the date was March 21, which 

leads to one of his favorite 
quips. “I was 21 years old and 
the youngest editor in the state 
when I got out my first edition. 
But I was 22 before I got out 
the next one.” 


Otto was one of seven chil- 
dren. His father was a mill- 
wright. They moved to Sykes- 
ville when Otto was six. He only 
went to school in the spring and 
fall, he claimed, because his legs 
were too short for the deep 
snow, and his older brether re- 
fused to carry him. 


Sykesville had been founded 
in the 1850s by a man named 
Jacob Sykes, many of whose 
descendants still live in the 
town. At first it was a lumber 
town, but when the trees were 
all gone, coal came along, and 
it was a mining town. 


When the coal was all gone, 
Sykesville started wondering 
just what kind of a town it was, 
and it’s still wondering. It has 
a main street which wanders 
for about a quarter of a mile 
along a valley, with hills looking 
down from every direction, and 
the homes, schools and churches 
hanging on the hillsides. 


Otto Nupp’s only vice, Zim- 
merman read from the book of 
his life, has been industry. Ap- 
parently it was a virtue he ac- 
quired at an early age, and one 
which stayed with him all his 
life. The people of the town 
take a certain pride in the fact 
that Nupp is at his paper every 
morning at seven, and for years 
never stopped until midnight. 
Every night, winter and sum- 
mer, you could see the light 
burning at his old-fashioned roll 
top desk. 

Before he was 12 years old he 
was making money selling pa- 
pers, running errands and de- 
livering telegrams. A man named 
Joseph H. Ake, who years later 
was to become his first sub 
scriber, gave him his first steady 
job. Ake, who did a little of 
everything, was agent for a 
publication called the Chicago 
Saturday Blade. He asked Nupp 
if he would like to take the 
agency. Nupp did. 

The following Saturday he re- 
ceived 10 copies. He walked 
from store to store, house to 
house. But nobody in Sykesville 
wanted a Saturday Blade. The 
same thing happened the next 
Saturday, and the next. Most 
boys would have become dis- 
couraged, but Nupp refused to 
quit. On the fourth Saturday he 
sold his first copy, which made 
him a profit of two cents. It 
was the opening wedge. Little 
by little he educated the people 
of the town to the Saturday 
Blade and in time he was selling 
nearly 100 copies a week. He 
saved his money, and rented a 
little room and started a news 
stand, which, in a small town, 
means news stand, confection- 
ery, notions and what not. And 
later, in answer to a need for 
printing, he added his little job 
press. 

YY date 
T THIS point, Sylvester H. 
Smyers comes into the pic- 
ture. Smyers is a small man 
of slender build who looks not 
unlike his friend Editor Nupp. In 
fact he is proud they are often 
mistaken for one another. Smyers 
and his son now own the news 
stand, although it’s considerably 
larger than it was then, with a 


soda fountain, a toy store and 
even light lunches. 


“T was traveling for the In- 
ternational Business School back 
in those days,” Smyers recalled. 


“Well, I came into Sykesville 
and I had Mr. Nupp do some 
printing for me. He did a real 
good job. I sort of liked Sykes- 
ville, and talked to him about 
the prospects of opening some 
kind of a store here. Every time 
I came to town I talked to him 
about it, and one day he said, 
‘How would you like to buy this 
business?’ I said I hadn’t thought 
about it, but we talked some 
more and the upshot of it was I 
bought the business. I’ve been 
running it ever since, along with 
insurance and real estate. Me 
and Mr. Nupp have been close 
friends all through the years.” 
ee 

F COURSE Smyers wouldn't 
0 tell this on the stage, but in 

trying to tell the writer what 
kind of a man Nupp is, he said, 
“He’s a hard working man, and 
you know he never loses his 
temper. He’s never fired an em- 
ploye in his life. I remember 
one time he and a young fellow 
over there learning to be a 
printer and the fellow dropped 
a whole page of type. It was 
scattered all over the floor. Mr. 
Nupp stood there a minute and 
shook his head. ‘I’m not a 
swearing man,’ he said, ‘and I 
don’t hold with swearing. But 
don’t that just beat hell’?” 

It was after Nupp sold the 
newsstand that Jake Shafer 
talked him into going to the 
fair. Said Jake’s daughter, Mrs. 
Hap Rhine, “Dad had the wan- 
derlust. He was always wanting 
to take a trip, and was always 
after someone to. go with him. 
The World’s Fair was as good 
an excuse as any.’ 

Jake is now 84 years old, and 
still a close friend of Editor 
Nupp. “I don’t remember whose 
idea it was to go to St. Louis,” 
he says, “but I reckon it was 
mine. He only agreed to go 
sc he could come back by way 
of Chicago and see about buying 
a press. We saw the fair, and

took a boat ride on the river, 
but then we were walking down 
the street one day he saw this 
big press. I guess that was the 
turning point in his life. He 
said he was going to have a 
newspaper, and he was going 
to call it the Post-Dispatch. I 
didn’t pay much attention to it 
at the time, but it wasn’t more 
than a year. before he came 
out with his first edition.” 

Shafer gazed out the window 
toward the newspaper office. 
“He’s quite a fellow,” he said, 
“when you come to figgerin’ it 
all down.” 

Mrs. Nupp thinks he’s quite a 
fellow, too. She grew upon a 
farm near Sykesville, and the 
young people use to come out 
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in groups on Sunday afternoons. 
Young Otto was often one of 
the group, and that’s how they 
met. Her name was Ida May 
Fillhart, and they were married 
Sept. 15, 1909. The Nupp resi- 
dence, a two-story brick, was in 
the upper end of town, across 
from the Old Sykes residence 
and the other larger homes. 
That part of town in those days 
was called Sykesville, down as 
far as the watering trough. 
From there it was called Shafer 
City. Later it all became Sykes- 
ville.

"IMES were hard. Country 

T papers weren't exactly gold 

mines in those days, and 
they owed for most of their 
equipment, 

“But we'd dig away until we 
got one piece of machinery paid 
for, and then we'd buy another,” 
Mrs. Nupp recalls. She is a lit- 
tle woman with gray hair, large 
expressive eyes and a perpetual 
smile. “I regmember our first 
press. It had a great big wheel, 
and we didn’t have electricity in 
those days. The men had to 
turn it by hand.” 

Mrs. Nupp did her share by 
pulling the printed pages off the 
press and folding them by-hand. 
But when the children started 
arriving, she stopped helping at 
the paper. The Nupps raised 
four children of their own. And 
when a daughter died in 1935, 
they took her three children 


and raised them. Then when. 


Mrs. Nupp’s sister died some 
years ago, leaving a little girl 
18 months old, the Nupps took 
her too. All were raised just 
like their own children. One 


. 


Carlson, was only four days old 
when they took‘him. He is now 
advertising manager of the 
paper, but to him the Nupps are 
not grandparents, and he is not 
a grandson. They look upon 
him as their own child. 

Otto J. Nupp, a great believer 
in industry, was not one to let 
all that help lie idle around the 
house, The Nupp youngsters 
were reporters before’ they 
could read and write.’ Once a 
week Editor Nupp would supply 
each with a pad and pencil and 
send them out on the town. 
They would call at people’s 
homes, and if the people had 
any news, they would write it 
down on the pad. If there is 
one thing the Sykesville Posi- 
Dispatch has always been proud 
of, it has been its full columns 
of “locals.”

HE years passed, and the 

people of Sykesville could 

set their watches by Editor 
Nupp. Down to the paper at 7 in 
the morning, home and back at 
noon, home and back from 6 to 
7:30 in the evening, and work- 
ing anywhere from 10 to mid- 
night. He still does it too, ex- 
cept that now he often knocks 
off about 9 or 9:30 p.m. 

He never has had any time 
for hobbies like fishing and 
hunting. And he never was one 
to work around the house. 

“I tried to get him to once,” 
says Mrs, Nupp. “I put him in 
the garden to pull some weeds. 
He pulled up all my gladioli. 
Thought they were weeds.” 

But he is an ardent baseball 
fan and helped organize the first 
Sykesville team. 

Among the 79 people out of 
Editor Nupp’s past who came on 
the stage that night to shake his 
hand. were those from every 
walk of life—players on forgot- 
ten baseball teams, Chauncey 
Shafer, his first school teacher; 
Cora Smeal Lingenfield, his first 
employe; Art Swanson, whom 
Nupp helped to organize the 
first Boy Scout troop back in 
1915; town and county officials, 
representatives of newspapers in 
surrounding towns, long-time 
advertisers, old friends, his sons 
and daughters and his grand- 
sons and granddaughters. 

Editor Nupp’s newspaper creed 
has always been a simple one. 
He has never printed anything 
he wouldn’t want his family to 
read, and he has never, as he 
puts it, “had anything to harp 
on. I just wanted to cover the 
news and cover it so’ well it 
would discourage anyone else 
from trying start another 
paper,” m 
Mrs. Nupp, who has been a 
member of the Baptist Church 
for more than half a century, 
seemed to sum up the feelings 
of the townspeople for. Otto J.

Dirt uses up soap, which cleans- 
es by surrounding the loosened 
dirt particles and holding them 
in suspension for a short time.

Durability, Safety and 
Performance Three 
Primary Considera- 
tions in Testing. 


Back in 1903 the gas industry 
recognized that customers should 
be protected in every way pos- 
‘sible when they buy and use 
gas appliances. Ever since, the 
industry has policed its own 
ranks, and has standardized re- 
quirements for all appliances so 
that they would give the ulti- 
mate performance to the home- 
maker. 


For many years followihg the 
early part of this century, 
various gas industry committees 
worked on standardization of re- 
quirements, Over and above 
governing committees, the sep- 
arate utility companies set up 
their own appliance testing 
laboratories and requirements to 
protect the gas»appliance user. 
And to this day many gas utility 
companies require the manufac- 
turer to meet their own separate 
standards of safety, durability 
and performance in addition to 
those of the American Gas Asso- 
ciation. 

However, to give full protec- 
tion to customers, the need was 
recognized for a central clearing 
house to standardize all safety 
and use requirements for gas 
appliances. 

In 1925, the American Gas As- 
sociation’s Testing Laboratories 
were established in Cleveland, 
O., and in 1930 a branch labora- 
tory was founded in Los An- 
geles. 

These laboratories ntfake liter- 
ally tens of thousands of tests 
a year on gas ranges, refrigera- 
tors, water heaters, garbage in- 
cinerators, laundry dryers, house 
heating units, space heaters and 
air conditioning systems. These 
are the gas appliances for the 
home. Tests also are made on 
conversion burners, hotel, hospi- 
tal and restaurant equipment, 
thermostats, valves and othe 
types of equipment. ' 

Tests on Range. | 

A gas range, to mention one 
‘appliance, is not merely inspect- 
ed and given the A.G.A. Seal of 
Approval.

The Laboratories’ tests are 
tough. For example, the gas 
valve on the front panel of a 
range is turned on 10,000 times. 
If the valve works after this test, 
then that part of the range is 
passed, Otherwise it goes back 
to the manufacturer for modifi- 

ation. 
+ Im another test, the gas range 
is placed against a wall, simu-

If the cakes do not 
brown evenly, back goes the 
range to the manufacturer who 
must change his design, his

If, for any reason, the pilot 
light goes out on a completely 
automatic gas range, then the 
main supply of gas must auto- 
matically go off so that there is 
no leakage. Tests are made of 
the component parts regulating 
this operation to protect the 
customer. 

The oven thermostate must 
calibrate to the exact degree 
indicated on the dial so that 
the homemaker won’t have bak- 
ing failures because of oven 
temperature differences, 

Laboratory techhicians mark 
the outside panel of a gas range 
door with black crayon checker- 
board design and with instru- 
ments called thermocouples, 
heat radiation from each four- 
inch square is recorded. This test 
is to find out whether the oven 
door is insulated properly so that 
heat doesn’t escape from the 
oven.

Because a gas laundry dryer 
dries clothes—that is, removes 
moisture, the amount of mois- 
ture taken out of the wet 
clothes must be regulated in 
such a way that the clothes dry 
uniformly as they revolve in the 
drum.

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PROPER VENTILATION 
SAVES KITCHEN PAINT 


Take a look at the kitchen 
walls, ceilings and cupboards. 
See a dull grey film? If 60, 
someone will have to use a lot of 
elbow grease to make it dis- 
appear. Keeping that unwel- 
come wali “shadow” from con- 
stantly reappearing means wun- 
derstanding its cause. Then 
steps can be taken to prevent it. 


The fuel or type of range em- 
ployed for cooking do not, as 
some folks erroneously believe, 
produce the soil. The real cul- 
prits are vaporized oils and fats 
distilled while food is being 
cooked, The higher the tempera- 
ture when .cooking, the 
more grease and smoke that will 
accumulate. Cooking at slow, 
low temperatures lessens food 
shrinkage and helps keep the 
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kitchen cleaner. 


However, some vapors are 
bound to arise no matter how | 
low the temperature employed. | 
Traveling on air currents, dis- 
tilled cooking vapors condense 
on relatively cool kitchen walls 
and ogee a od They act as col- 
lectors of lint and grime. After 
a period of time, a greasy grey 
film becomes noticeable. 

This film can be prevented by 
eliminating vaporized oils and 
fats at their source. To do this, 
the vapors must be conducted to 


the outside of the home before 
grime can collect on walls and 
furniture throughout the house. 

A number of American Gas 


Association approved ranges can | _ 


readily be equipped to operate 
with ventilating systems that re- 
move cooking vapors at their 
source. One of the most favor- 
able of these is the system 
where a concealed connection is 
made in back of the range. 
Vapors from the broiler and 
oven are removed directly. A 
ventilator located in the back 
wall over the range, attached to 
a concealed flue, removes vapors 
from the top cooking section. | 

Other systems, such as the | 
canopy, cabinet and ‘wall-type 
hoods, remove vapors indirectly | 
from oven, broiler and top| 
burner sections. Because these 
systems are indirect, they offer 
: partial solution to the prob-| 
em. 


SOME TRICKS TO STRETCH 


Stretch the walls of your pint- 
size kitchen by creating an illu- 
sion of spaciousness. First, see 
what you can remove to gain 
more floor space. Now, what | 
“about that kitchen table you use 
as a work counter as well as 
for snack service? Indispensa- | 
ble, you say? Not if you substi- | 
tute a sturdy hinged shelf which | 
folds against the wall. To 4 


an idea of what the room will 
look like without the table, re- 
move it experimentally. You'll 
be amazed at the difference it 
makes. 

Next, take a good look at your 
walls. Is it possible you've added 
all those things since the last 
time the kitchen was painted? 
Just for fun, take down the racks 
and all those cute gadgets and 
see what happens. 

Paint is a gay deceiver that 
can work miracles in a tiny 
kitchen. Try a very light gray 
or off-white shade for the walls 
and woodwork in an unbroken 
line, from ceiling to floor. Your 
gas range and refrigerator will 
blend right into this cool, light 
background and contribute to 
the total effect of more space. 

Be as reckless as you wish 
with bright colors in your acces- 
sories, as long as you limit these | 


to actual necessities. Remember, 
the object is to give the room | 
sweep; and this is best achieved | 
by a clean, uncluttered look | 
wherever the eye happens to | 
rest. |

ITH MUCH OF ITS PAST grandeur reclaimed, Tower 
Grove, the 106-year-old — home of Henry Shaw, 
soon will take its place with the Old Courthouse and 

the Campbell House as restored St. Louis landmarks.. On 
April 7 the pre-Civil War mansion on the grounds of Missouri 
Botanical (Shaw’s) Garden at 2315 Tower Grove avenue will 
be formally opened after two years of rehabilitation work. 
While a few rooms have been on exhibit before, all the re 
stored sections, authentically furnished and decorated in nine- 
teenth century style,-will be open to the public for the first time. 

Tower Grove, so-named because of the home's distinc- 
tive tower and a grove of sassafras trees in front of it, was 
built in 1849 as the manor house of Shaw's 1800-acre farm. 
The 16-room brick mansion, done in Italianate architectural 
style, was designed by George I. Barnett, a leading St. Louis 
architect who also designed Shaw’s town house and other 
fashionable St. Louis residences of the od. Shaw's town 
house stood at what is now Seventh and Locust streets, today 
the site of a drug store; his country home was a few miles 
from the city’s outskirts, then at Second Carondelet avenue, 
now called Eighteenth street. The farm covered a large tract 
of prairie, its limits marked by today’s Mill Creek valley, 
Arsenal street, Grand boulevard and Kingshighway. 

Tower Grove remains a monument to a merchant prince 
whose wealth was drawn from the opening of the West. Born 
in England, Henry Shaw came to St. Louis in 1819 at the age 


of 19, engaged in the hardware business and prospered by 


outfitting trappers and traders and; later, emigrants. Having 
amassed the then-considerable fortune of $250,000, he retired 
at 40, but his wealth continued to grow through real estate 
holdings and other investments. After extensive travels

abroad, Shaw returned to St. Louis in the late 1840s, built 
his two homes and divided his time between them, spending 
winters in the city, summers in the country. 

After 1858, when he established the uri Botanical 
Garden on part of his estate, Shaw, who never married, lived 
most of the time at Tower Grove. Although he gave the Gar- 
den its ra name, it always has been popularly called 
Shaw’‘s en. It represented the fulfillment of Shaw's 
dream of founding a botanical institution second to none in 
the world. His boyhood interest in plants was reawakened 
and intensified during his European travels when he visited 
several famous gardens. Another of his public benefactions 
was Tower Grove Park, the southern section of his farm which 
he gave to the city in 1869. He died in 1889 at the age of 89 
and was entombed in a mausoleum on the Garden grounds. 

Tower Grove underwent some changes after Shaw's 
death. The east wing, which had contained servants’ quar- 
ters, was remodeled extensively in 1890 and for 20 years was 
used by the Garden's first director as his home. ce 1912 
the east wing has been used for offices and classrooms. In 
1919 stucco was lied to the house’s exterior and the tower 
roof, from where Shaw liked to oversee his farm workers 
with a spyglass, had its railing removed. The west wing. 
however, unused and seldom opened since Shaw's death, 
remains structurally as it was a century ago. 

Four bedrooms, bath, double parlor, library, study and 
kitchen have been restored with a $10,000 grant from Stix, 
Baer & Fuller and with contributions from visitors to the house. 
Many of the furnishings on display belonged to Shaw. The 
restoration was under direction of a co ttee headed by 
John A. Bryan and Guy Study, St. Louis architects.

A polio scare started a 


Puppet Show 


for a Family 


by CHARLES V. SCOTT 


EL PASO, TEX. 
It took a polio scare to start a family 
activity that has made us Scotts—all eight 
of us—not only a happy and close-knit unit 
but a thriving theatrical troupe with a 
stake in the future. 

During the summer of 1952, when two 
of our children’s friends were stricken 
with polio, authorities advised against 
social mixing until the scare was over. 
But did you ever try to keep six young, 
healthy, home-bound kids occupied? Mary 
Elien, my wife, was almost ready to give 
up at the very prospect. “Whatever,” she 
asked me, “will we find for them to do?” 

The children themselves helped give the 
answer. One lunchtime, they and Mary 
Elien were talking it over among them- 
selves. Somehow, puppets came into the 
conversation. “Why not make some pup- 
pets and have a puppet show?” someone 
suggested. 

“Fine!” said my wife, who once had 
manipulated the strings of the acting dolls 
for children’s groups in Chicago. “Let’s 
get some books and learn just how to make 
them. Then we can write our own plays 
and act them out.” 

The next day, at lunch, they read aloud 
the directions for molding the puppet 
heads, whittling the torsos and limbs, 
stringing them together. Then they went 
to work. In a few days they had produced 
a large, ugly but recognizable puppet.

“He was so big,” Mary Ellen remem- 
bers, “that he inspired a story called The 
Green-eyed Monster. It was about a dis- 
agreeable giant. A pixie goes up to the 
giant and tells him if he did something 
good for someone each day, he would feel 
better.” 

They spent hours making other char- 
acters, painting their skins and sewing 
costumes. When it was all done, they bor- 
rowed a neighbor’s old phonograph to pro- 
vide background music, assigned every- 
body a job and—since the polio scare was 
over by now—put on a show in the back 
yard. Ralph was the Master of Cere- 
monies; Martha was the “disk jockey”; 
Gerald handled the curtain; Mama, Mary, 
Ralph and Mike worked the puppets and 
spoke the parts. Baby John watched. 


Santa Claus and a Circus 


Personally, I didn’t think the show 
would get beyond that one summer per- 
formance. But during the Thanksgiving 
holidays Mary Ellen and the children put 
it on again for the sisters of Loretto 
Academy. I liked that performance. 
“Why,” I thought, “my family has talent!” 
And I began encouraging Mary Ellen to 
expand what we soon were calling the 
Scott Puppeteers. 

In the Christmas season of 1953 we hit 
the “big time.” We wrote a special play, 
When Santa Falls Asleep, recorded the 


children’s voices (on a borrowed ma- 
chine), held regular rehearsals and in one 
week gave 12 performances before church 
and social groups, Army service clubs, 
orphanages and hospitals. 

Last summer we created puppets for a 
rather different setting: a circus. The 
“tent” was our back yard; admission, 10 
cents. The dozen acts included a giant, 
midgets and a Man on the Flying Trapeze 
—all handled by one or another Scott. We 
even had circus popcorn and prizes do- 
nated by neighborhood stores. The young 
audience seemed to like it. 

This past Christmas we wrote a new 
play, The Joyful Mystery, and put it on at 
Texas Western College, Our Lady’s Youth 
Center, Biggs Field, Fort Bliss and other 
places in and near El Paso. Once again, it 
was well received." 

By this time the whole family is in the 
Scott Puppeteers. Two of Mary Ellen's 
brothers have just finished a new portable 
Stage that fits in the back of a car. 

A corner of our kitchen is the work- 
shop. Ralph has put up a workbench, and 
there are kept the tools to turn out arms, 
legs, torsos, props—whatever we need for 
new plays. Often, when I come home late 
from my job (administrative assistant with 
the International Boundary and Water 
Commission), I find new puppet heads 
drying on strings above the kitchen stove. 

We are storing up a lot of memories— 


like the time we gave a show for the Lions 
Club and found we had left the curtain 
home; the wintry day I was assigned to 
drive the others to Fort Bliss in a bor- 
rowed car (we don't own one), woke up 
to find four inches of snow on the ground 
and had to take driving lessons; the night 
in an abandoned movie theater in 
Anthony, N. M., when Gerald (then 6) 
had to manipulate a puppet named Willie 
with two big rats—the first he'd ever seen— 
perched on a wing just six feet away. 


What We've Learned 


We have learned that if more experi- 
enced people know you are interested in 
the same things they are, they will be glad 
to help. The Buche Puppeteers (originally 
from France) helped our early efforts; a 
night-club puppeteer went out of his way 
to teach us some of his tricks; and on 
their visit here last December, the Salz- 
burg Marionettes gave us free tickets and 
invited us backstage after the show. 

Despite such professional contacts and 
the general acclaim they have received, the 
children remain nonchalant about it all. 
No one knows whether puppets may be- 
come more than a hobby for any of them. 
Meanwhile, Mary Ellen and I are glad for 
every minute of it. We feel that, besides 
the art of puppetry, the children are learn- 
ing something more valuable, something 
every family needs: teamwork. 7

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The First Hours of an 


H-BOMB ATTACK 


Last month the eyes of America were opened to 
a full and complete picture of the effects of the 
- explosion of a hydrogen bomb, the most awesome 
spectacle of our century. 

In describing a single H-bomb biast in the Pacific 
in 1954, the Atomic Energy Commission revealed 
that about 7,000 square miles of territory, down- 
eileen ated clube tome do 


—a deeply disturbing addition to the perils of the 
atomic age. Those of us in Civil Defense must 
reemphasize that the time now has come for all 
of us to face fully and frankly the facts of survival 
—your survival, and your family’s—in the event of 
an enemy nuclear attack. 

It is time to dwell on these facts, not to frighten 
you, but to make sure that you and other Americans 
give careful thought to what could happen to you 
during what would certainly be the most desperate 
hours of your life. 

And one fact stands out: From now on, Ameri- 
cans in target areas must live with the knowledge 
that, within limits, they might have to leave their 
homes and flee on minutes’ notice. 


These may be grim words. But they are true. 


Families would become separated. For hours or 
days many of us might be hungry. Some of us 
might have to sleep under the sky—or in radiation- 
proof shelters. Many might see the ghastly refiec- 
tion of the fireball extinguishing the city they have 


lived in and loved. There could be days and nights — 


of terror, in which we should all have to be sus- 
tained mainly by our faith in America. 

The attack could be upon us with little warning. 
With the completion of new and distant chains Of 
detection devices, we may have from four to six 
hours’ air-attack warning time. During these few 
hours we assume we would have to evacuate our 
72 critical target areas and possibly others.

And even this scant warning time does not allow 
for other threats: biological or chemical warfare, 
atomic attack via submarines or sabotage by “suit- 
case” bombs—and above all the radioactive particles 
which might follow a high-yield atomic or hydrogen 
explosion. 

How can you protect yourself before the alarm 
sounds? 

There are certain steps everyone can take. In my 
opinion, every American living near a major city 
should give thought—and action—to them right now: 
@ You should see about constructing a simple 
radiation shelter in your basement or back yard. It 
should be large enough for you, your family, per- 
haps a neighbor or two, and should be planned so 
that you could spend from a few hours to four or 
five days in it. (See diagrams on next pages. ) 

@ You should own a portable, battery-type radio. 
Your car radio should not be overlooked. When 
power goes off, a battery radio will help you keep 
in touch with the authorities who can save your life. 
@ You should keep enough gas in your car at all 
times to drive at least 50 miles. 

@ You should have a simple evacuation kit of 
clothes, food and toilet articles always at hand. 

@ You should think now of friends or relatives liv- 
ing on farms or in small towns outside the metro- 
politan zones of America where you could stay 
during an emergency. 

@ Finally, you should decide within your family 
on a meeting place in the event you become sepa- 
rated during a sudden evacuation. 

Some of these steps may seem to be “old stuff.” 
You may think of them as routine clamoring by 
agencies anxious to see doom behind every cloud. 
Let me assure you they are not routine.» They are 
very real and they are very important to you. They 
could save your life.

How? 

Let me try to imagine for you just what those 
first few hours of World War III would be like. 

Assume that you and your family live, as many 
millions do, in the residential area of one of our 
biggest cities. You are outside the circle of blast 
and fire destruction from a superbomb. There has 
been enough advance warning of attack so that you 
are to be evacuated. This then is your family during 
the moments that will decide America’s and the 
world’s fate: 

Dad has gone to work in another part of the city. 
Mother is in the kitchen finishing the breakfast 
dishes. The two children are at school. Mother is 
listening to a disk-jockey program on the radio. 

Suddenly an excited voice cuts across the music: 
“Attack Warning Officers of the Federal Civil De- 
fense Administration report that enemy bombers 
are on their way to attack the U.S. This city is to be 
evacuated immediately. Follow the instructions of 
your Civil Defense leader.” 


Mother Does As She's Told 


There is more, but then the radio dies. Mother 
remembers the battery radio. She flips it on, tunes 
it to Civil Defense radio frequency (640 or 1240 
kilocycles) and hears the warning repeated. Mean- 
while, CD whistles begin to blow. Outside a neigh- 
borhood warden appears, wearing a CD badge. 

Over the air Mother hears instructions: “Get 
your evacuation kit—or a few clothes, a coat and a 
handbag. Take your car and start driving out of 
town. Wardens will tell you where to go.” 

Mother does as instructed, not forgetting to lock 
the door and check the gas stove before she leaves, 
though such details may seem not to matter. Outside 
she climbs into the car, backs out of the driveway 
and turns toward the highway. A warden motions 
her to stop, asks her to take aboard four other 
evacuees starting to flee on foot. She does, and it’s 
her first lesson in what will be one of the major 
aspects of civil defense. This is cooperation—the

patience and willingness to bear with others which 
will become absolutely paramount during the next 
few hours. 

The radio is still on, and Mother and her passen- 
gers hear a message broadcast by the President from 
the White House. It comforts her. Later, she hears 
important civil-defense messages broadcast by 
familiar personalities, religious leaders and others. 
They help to stem her anxiety, keep her in touch 
with the developing crisis. 

Mother drives on into the country, along one-way 
streets down which cars pour at the rate of 1,000 
an hour per lane. If a car breaks down, it’s pushed 
off the road and the passengers climb into others. 
There’s a sense of intense hurry, of grim concern; 
but Civil Defense wardens keep lines moving. Big 
moving vans go by, loaded with office workers from 
the center of town. 

There’s no panic. But Mother’s mind is on her 
two children and her husband. What of them? 

The children were in school, of course, and when 
the alert came their principal and teachers evacu- 
ated them as a group, according to methods they 
had all been practicing for some time. Buses soon 
came, and private cars. The children climbed aboard 
and were driven out of town. Most important, they 
were driven toward the same general area as that to 
which Mother has gone. That is because our resi- 
dential areas, in many instances, will be cleared on 
the basis of school districts, so that children may 
reunite with parents as quickly as possible. Never- 
theless, Mother wouldn't have been allowed to drive 
by the school to pick up her children, and it may be 
hours before they meet. 

All of this is happening on a split-second sched- 
ule, according to a scheme Civil Defense has labored 
over for months. By the end of six hours, at the 
most, evacuation must be completed. So Dad too is 
making his way out of town. His plant is on the 
other side of the city, so he is sent in another direc- 
tion and may. end up miles from the rest of the 
family. The sorting-out will have to come later.

What about your car, your pets, 


your house in an atomic attack ? 


Meanwhile, what is going on in the small 
towns and rural areas toward which so many 
thousands of city folk are streaming? 

People there, alerted by their local CD 
organization, are readying churches, schools, 
hotels, lodge halls, summer cottages, every 
possible form of auxiliary shelter for 
evacuees. Some families, on that first night 
of a new war, might have to spend the hours 
of darkness in fields or barns. 

Some of our cities, such as San Diego, 
Long Beach, Los Angeles, assuming they were 
to be evacuated, would have an especially 
difficult problem. Inland from them lies 
chiefly desert, with few small’ towns and 
fewer farms. Special evacuation measures 
would be necessary here, and these are al- 
ready being studied intensively. 

In evacuation areas, Civil Defense will have 
stockpiled food and medical supplies. Even 
so, Mother and the two children, and Dad 
when he comes, will eat the simplest of meals 
—cereals, vegetables, soups—until better food 

' distribution can be arranged after the attack. 
Even this fare may be cooked over wood 
fires, since gas and power may be shut off. 

Sick and wounded people will be cared 
for in hospitals, but not in the gleaming rooms 
of our fine city institutions. The care will be 
the best possible—Mother may be asked to 
help out as a hospital aid, after she and the 
family are settled—but equipment will be 
from Civil Defense stockpiles; and won't be 
luxurious. The accent here as elsewhere will 
be on utility, self-sufficiency, emergency 
measures—and cooperation. 

- All of America will find that life again has 
become elementary. Our family will be re- 
minded of frontier days. They will find, too, 
a return to the old, traditional spirit of make- 
do and help among fellow-evacuees. 

How long will such conditions last? It de- 
pends on the emergency. If the city survives, 
our family may be back in their home within 


days. If some Of it survives—say Dad's plant, 
which is essential—they may have to live in 
temporary housing, or share a home with 
others while Dad goes back to his job. 

If the city is hit and destroyed, the family 
will probably want to find its way, perhaps 
slowly in the face of disorganized transpor- 
tation and radioactive danger zones, to the 
home of friends or relatives where they can 
find a new, permanent place to live. This will 
not be easy, but it may well be necessary. 

Meanwhile, during evacuation, other ques- 
tions will come up. 

What about money? Mother has . her 
change purse, and Dad has his last paycheck, 
but the banks are under attack, too. Such 
problems as this currently are under study 
by the U.S. Treasury Department. As part 
of Civil Defense planning, answers will be 
found. Meanwhile, money is being stockpiled 
by the Federal Government at different 
places in the U.S. | 

Your car? It got you into the country, but 
after the first run there wasn’t any gas. There 
won't be, either, except for carefully author- 
ized use. So you can expect to find the car ~ 
useless after its tank goes dry. But there will 
be protection for such “grounded” automo- 
biles. 


Pets and Debts 


Now, pets. What about the family dog or 
cat? The answer is, they, can go along with 
you. Anything that contributes to the con- 
tinuity of family life, and can easily be car- 
ried, should be brought along. But pets will 
have to be your own responsibility. 

Will debts follow you? Some of course will. 
Your mortgage payments may be another 
problem, especially if the house is destroyed. 
Here again there will certainly be some sort 
of program to take care of war damage. 

And your house itself? If it survives bomb- 
ing, it and its contents will be policed by local 


You should begin to think about

@ if you are not evacuated during an air 
attack, you may have to spend it in your 
own basement or back-yard shelter. Pic- 
tures here show the simple types of shelter 
now being advocated by Civil Defense 
authorities.

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BASEMENT shelter may lead to ‘underground 
shelter. Neither protects against a nearby blast. 


authorities until you return. You can be 
pretty sure that potential looters will be 
among the first to flee. 

Now, finally, what about radioactive fall- 
out? How much of a threat will it be to you? 

It presents a terrific problem to civilian 
defense everywhere. It involves not only 
cities, which are bomb targets, but also the 
countryside. For the first time, farms and 
small towns over thousands of square miles 
are potential victims of air attack, if they lie 
downwind from major targets. The fall-out 
from giant hydrogen or atomic blasts can be 
just as deadly as can fire or blast. That is 
why we should take steps now to be prepared 
for its effects. 

One source of protection is the basement 
shelter mentioned earlier. Or, better, you can 
build a shelter in your back yard which will - 
give you the best protection of all—three feet 
of dirt, which rays will not penetrate. Such 
shelters may help save lives after distant bomb 
hits. Merely by staying inside your house, you 
could protect yourself from half the radia- 
tion from a distant blast. Yet this might not 
save you. Going to your basement, you would 
have about 90 per cent protection. But in a 
dirt shelter you would get only 1/5,000 of 
the contamination outside. 

You can be sure that planning and think- 


ing about this and all the myriad related 
problems goes on night and day. More than Just look af these 
this, action is being taken.

HOLLYWOOD. 
This Wednesday night the anxiety neu- 
rosis known here as “Oscar fever” will 
reach its annual climax — and denoue- 
ment. The 27th Academy Awards will 
be announced, and for the 27th year 
there will be tears and triumphs, heart- 
aches and huzzas, congratulations and 
condolences. 
Those movie stars (and less publi- 
cized backstage toilers) who win gold 
statuettes will beam radiantly. Those 


é 


who lose will do so graciously—and in 
private attribute their defeat to their 
press agents, their studios and their re- 
spective fates. 

The emotional reaction to the awards 
will be intense. It always is, because 
while Oscar himself has little intrinsic 
merit—he is 10 inches high, weighs 7 
pounds, consists of $96 worth of gold- 
plated bronze—the prestige of receiving 
‘one is a tremendous boost to a player’s 
ego and reputation. It also can multiply 


his asking price per picture and mean 
great added box-office revenue to any 
film so honored. 

The founders of the Academy 
Awards did not imagine, 27 years ago, 
that Oscar ever would come to mean so 
much. Actor Conrad Nagel, art di- 
rector Cedric Gibbons, director Cecil 
B. DeMille and a number of other film 
luminaries were attending a dinner one 
night when Nagel happened to com- 
ment that there wasn’t enough concern

“Everyone regards movies as a busi- 
ness,” he said. “We should change 
that.” 

As Nagel talked, Gibbons doodled 
on a tablecloth. One of his doodles was 
the nude figure of a Knight Templar. 
Later, he made the same sketch on 
paper and sent it to George Stanley, a 
Los Angeles sculptor. Stanley's figurine 
of Gibbons’ doodle. became a nation- 
wide symbol of film excellence. 

Oscar won his name four years later. 
Bette Davis has claimed she named him 
(for her first husband, Harmon Oscar 
Nelson), but the honor really belongs 
to Mrs. Margaret Herrick, secretary of 
the Academy of Motion Picture Arts 
and Sciences. In 1931, when she first 
came to work as the Academy librarian, 
Mrs. Herrick saw the statuette and 
cracked, “My, he reminds me of my 
Uncle Oscar.” 

As Oscar has grown in stature and 
influence, so has the award-presenting 
parent Academy. Founded in 1927 
with 36 members and Douglas Fair- 
banks Sr. as president, it now has 1,700 
members. Only members can vote in 
the final balloting in each category, 
although 13,438 persons in the movie 
industry Participated in this year’s 
nominations. 

Final ballots were mailed early this 
month. The polls closed March 15 and 
all ballots were turned over to Price, 
Waterhouse & Co., an accounting firm 
which tabulates them in greatest sec-

recy. The final tabulation is not re- 
vealed; only the winners’ names are 
placed in the envelopes which will be 
opened Wednesday night. 

Over the years, Oscars have boosted 
many a fading career, multiplied many 
a star’s asking price. For instance, two 
years ago Frank Sinatra's personal pop- 
ularity was just above the zero mark. 
His name on a marquee was considered 
a liability. But he talked his way into 
the part of Maggio in From Here to 
Eternity, for which he was paid $10,- 
000. The role won him an Oscar for 
“Best Supporting Actor.” Immediately 
his price rose to $100,000 a picture. 

Similarly, in the early 1930s, Clau- 
dette Colbert went from $35,000 to 
$150,000 after /t Happened One Night 
won her the little statue. 


Boost — or Jinx? 


An Oscar also can be a box-office 
shot in the arm for an award-winning 
picture. After All the King's Men was 
chosen in 1949, its receipts went up 50 
per cent. A spokesman for the Theater 
Owners of America says an Oscar can 
be worth $1 million to $3 million more 
to a film at the box office. 

But for some winners, Oscar is more 
a jinx than a good-luck charm. Luise 
Rainer won two, but can’t get work in 
Hollywood; directors claim she’s too 
temperamental. Other winners who 
since have fared badly include Paul 
Muni, Mary Astor, Celeste Holm and 
Josephine Hull.

In 1933, for instance, the late Will Rogers was emcee. 
He invited two nominees—May Robson and Diana 
Wynyard—to the dais. Then he kissed both actresses and 
anounced the winner: Katharine Hepburn. 

Another who was red-faced that night was director 
Frank Capra, who had been nominated for his work 
with Lady for a Day. Capra was confident he’d win—so 
confident he invited 30 friends at $25 a plate. When 
Rogers tore open the envelope, he glanced at the name, 
then called out, “Okay, Frank, come on up and get it.” 
Capra strutted towards the stage. On the way, he collided 
with another Frank—Frank Lloyd, the actual winner for

Like all such functions, Academy Awards nights are 
featured by long speeches. Emcee after emcee has tried to 
keep them short. A few years ago, Danny Kaye told the 
winners they could make long acceptance speeches, “but

the speech must not be longer than the movie itself.” 
And George Jessel, presiding the year Edward VIII 
abdicated the throne of England, reminded the winners, 
“Remember, a guy gave up the whole British Empire in 
three minutes.” ; 
But the oratory persists. In 1943, Greer Garson took 
her Oscar for Mrs. Miniver, then whipped out a script 
and delivered one of the longest speeches in the history 
of gratitude. She thanked everyone from the Almighty 
to the wardrobe mistress, and then devoted a little time 
to international affairs. In 1931, Vice President Charles : 
Curtis talked so long that nominee Jackie Cooper (then 
a child star) fell asleep on Marie Dressler’s lap and was ’ 
carried out, snoring. 
So long as there are speeches, there are bloopers. When 
Gary Cooper won for Sergeant York, he told the audi- 
ence he'd waited 15 years for an Oscar. Then he walked 
off the stage without it. The late Wendell Willkie, talking 
to reporters before the 1942 dinner, said, “It's my job 
to give out some Okjes tonight.” Newsmen politely sug- 
gested he meant Oscars. “That's it,” Willkie agreed. “I 
wasn't sure what they called them.” 
The Oscar for acceptance speeches, Hollywood agrees, 
should go to writer Donald Ogden Stewart for his per-

Over the years, because personalities are involved, 
Oscar votes always have been cast on other than a strict 
merit basis. Sentiment will be a factor again this year, 
in the two-horse races for “Best Male Actor” between 
Bing Crosby and Marlon Brando, for “Best Picture” 
between The Country Girl and On the Waterfront, and 
for “Best Female Actress” between Judy Garland and 
Grace Kelly (see cover). 

Especially is this true of the contest between Judy 
and Grace. No two nominees could be more opposite. 


GRACE KELLY as sympathetic wife of 
alcoholic actor won wide acclaim. 


Judy, daughter of a vaudeville team, has been in show 
business all her life. She has made 25 pictures, and won 
a Junior Oscar for-her child role in Wizard of Oz. Warm- 
hearted, emotional, incredibly talented, she has always 
been a favorite in Hollywood. And she has had much 
sorrow, climaxed when she nicked her throat with broken 
glass three years ago. Hollywood knows, too, that Judy 
is broke, will give birth to her third child on April 7 
(by Caesarean section) and wants the Oscar badly, for 
A Star Is Born, the film into which she sunk her own 
money, wasn't even nominated for an award. 

On the other hand, Grace Kelly is tall, cool, reserved 
and the daughter of a millionaire. She is respected and 
admired in the industry, but has yet to arouse the warmth 
of her associates. Everyone admits, however, that her 
performance as the long-suffering wife of an alcoholic 
actor in The Country Girl was one of the memorable 
acting jobs of the year. 

Grace says frankly, “I'd like very much to win an 
Academy Award. But I’m sure Judy will get it.” 

Judy says just as frankly, “I’d like an Oscar, sure. 
But I think Grace Kelly will walk away with this one.” 

The ballots have been marked, and the votes tallied.

Wedding questions comprise a very large proportion of 
my mail, so I shall write frequently on the subject for 
PARADE readers. Here are some recent questions:

Mich. 


A. It would be a nice gesture on the part of the person 
giving the shower to include the bride and her mother if 
written invitations are sent out. 


Q. My fiance and | are planning ovr wedding. Most of the 
male members of the wedding party are about 5 feet 10 
inches in height. | am 5 feet 8. | have a very close friend 
who is 6 feet 4.

R.L.W., Fort Wayne, Ind. | : 


A. Your tall friend, I think, would be least conspicuous 
as your best man. At the altar he stands behind you to 
the side, which makes a pleasing composition. 


Q. 1 am going to give a bridal shower for a friend. Although 
she and | are close, | have known the groom-to-be much 
longer. But the groom’s mother wants me to invite many 
people | do not know.

A. Yes, it is. The person giving the shower actually lends 
her home for the occasion and those close to the bride 
decide who is to be invited—usually girls her own age, who 
have been close friends.

CHICAGO. 
How did you get out of bed this morning? 
Alert? Grouchy? In a pleasant stupor? 

The newest study of America’s wake-up 
habits reveals that this problem—which faces 
everybody at least five days a week—is tougher 
today than ever. But a psychologist here and 
his research staff, after interviewing hun- 
dreds of people, offer some pleasant advice 
on how to wake up happy: 

Get married. 

Out of 360 people polled, more than 200 
married men said they usually felt fine when 
they got up. Married men without children 


’ said they were less than overjoyed about get- 


ting out of the sack. A majority of single 


No. 1 waker-upper, according to the survey, 
the pleasantest one by far is a kiss from one’s 
spouse. 

On the basis of the year-long research 
study, directed by psychologist Peter E. 
Siegle and sponsored by the Englander Sleep 
Foundation, most of us Americans can be 
divided into the following eight “morning 
types”: 

1) Self-starter. Never uses an alarm clock. 
“Sets” himself to rise at X-hour. Does so. 

2) Rise-and-shiner. Loves to get up early 
to be up-and-at-’em. Can’t stand being alone, 
SO goes around the house singing and making 
cheerful (he thinks) noises. 

3) Time-stealer. Kids himself into believ-

4) Grouch-pot. Wakes up mean. Ad- 
mits he’s not fit company in the morn- 
ing—at least until after his second cup 
of coffee. Rarely eats a big breakfast. 

5) Stoker. For him, breakfast is the 
day's best meal. Enjoys the works — 
juice, cereal, bacon and eggs, toast, 
coffee. Takes his time. 

6) Planner and organizer. Split- 
second riser. When clock rings, he 
springs right out of bed. Puts on his 
clothes (laid out the night before) in 
a jiffy. Never varies breakfast. Allows 
7% minutes for walk to bus stop. 

7) Paradoxical complainer. Can't 
sleep—and can't get up, either. Every- 
thing connected withsleeping pains him. 

8) Gadgeteer. Shocks himself awake. 
Has several alarm clocks ringing at in- 
tervals, plus a clock radio, turned up. 

Well, which one are you? 

If it’s any comfort, you're not the 
only one with wake-up problems. Get- 
ting up is now tougher for everybody 
than it ever was. According to Siegle, 
this is partly because today there are 
greater tensions, more anxiety, more 
insecurity. Largely, though, your mood 
depends on how you regard your day's 
work. Siegle’s study shows, for ex- 
ample, that many housewives hate to 
get up on Monday, a boring day of 
washing and ironing. Yet some feel 
guilty about that kind of an attitude. 

One woman pointed out how she had 
to undergo the “torture” of staying in 
bed twice a year—on her birthday and 
on Mother’s Day—at her family’s in- 
sistence. Said she: “I feel like a fool. 
A woman should be up, instead of lying 
in bed doing nothing.” 

Easiest waker-uppers, of course, are 
children, because they aren't afraid of 
what the day will bring. If Sis or Junior 
does seem to have trouble waking up, 
you would do well to look into it. 

The real morning sleeper is the ado- 
lescent. His need for sleep is partly a 
sign of his growing rebellion against 
parental and social authority. (There 
are physical factors, too.) Almost as 
bad is the young adult, who rebels 
against the vexing problems of every- 
day living. After 45, waking becomes 
easier as life is more stabilized. 


With married people, after the honey- 
moon days there seems to be a reversal 
of wake-up roles. First it is the husband 
who wakes easily; when children arrive, 
the wife normally hears them and an- 
swers their needs while hubby sleeps. 

Many people ask Siegle: Outside of 
getting married, which a lot of us are 
anyway, how can we make getting up 
easier? 

The trouble, he says, starts with the 
fact that we wake up in a mood of 
anxiety and uncertainty over the day’s 
work. One way to counteract that is

routine. Lay out your clothes the night 
before. Give yourself a half hour’s 
extra getting-up time. 

One of the best ways to beat the 
“moming meanness” jinx was figured 
out by a family reported in the survey. 
They decided that what they needed 
was a planned morning. Accordingly, 
each member of the family over 12 
took turns preparing breakfast. And for 
that meal they allowed one whole hour. 
Juice and coffee were served in the 
living room, where everyone talked 
things over generally. Then there was a 
leisurely breakfast m the dining room. 

The family admitted the first week 
was rather tough going. But gradually 
they began to look forward to those 
relaxed mornings. Today, after several 
months of them, everybody gets up on 
time and goes to work happy as a lark.
